What His Invention Is. 

The invention is called the interchange- 
able telegraph key, which is designed 
upon the order of the present key used 
for transmitting messages by all 
telegraph companies at thelr various of- 
fices without exception. 

The instrument 1s composed of the le 
ver of an ordinary te.egraph Key fasten- 
ed on a circular base of hard rubber 
which has brass contact strips at inter- 
vals of stated measure, to which the in- 
coming telegraph wires are connected, 
the circuit being compijeted through the 
interchangeable key by its contact with 
two of these brass plates, The circuit is di- 
vided and the two ends of the same wire 
fastened, or connected separately to each 
of the two Strips. 

AS many as ten wires can, it is said, be 
brought within the contro] of this one 
sending instrument by shifting the lever 
from one to another puir of the contact 
strips. The object of the invention is to 
save time and expense. The operator bo- 
ing enabled to work as many wires as are 
ecnnected to one of these interchangeable 
keys without moving from one position. 
The greatest apparent advantage being 
in the fact that It saves the time the 
operator would iose waiking from one 
wire to anvuther. 

Being in its infancy, the idea as to its 
practicability igs rather vague. 
vention was conceived by Mr. Deau while 
watching an operater in the employ of 
the Atlamtic Coast Line Railway Com- 
pany at Quitman, going through what 
appeared to Mr. Dean a jaboriegus rou- 
tine necessary in the transmissien and 
reception of telegrams. 

Being of an inventive turn he began 
conning over in his mind the practica 
bility of an arrangement whereby more 
time could be made with less effort by 


tthe telegraph company’s employees, and 


at the same time not increasing the ex- 
pense gone to in supplying the various 
offices with the apparatus. Having a de- 
sire, somewhat curiousiy, to test such 
an idea, he devised a rough model and 
took it to the telegraph office for tria..

He spoke at length about 
the prison, but even then turned the 
talk from himeelf to generalities.

Rome, Ga., November 28.—~(Special.)— 
East Rome, the wealthy, prosperous and 
hustifhg suburb of this city, is develop- 
ing a municipal contest which promises 
to be something of a warm proposition, 
as those things go. 


The present mayor of Bast Rome, Hon. 
Arthur Sullivan, one of Rome’s wealth- 
jest and most prominent business men, 
was elected Tast summer to filf the un- 
expired term of the late Mayor W. A. 
Patton, who was elected to succeed 
Mayor O. H. McWilliams last January. 

Previous fo the election of Mayor Pat- 
ton Mr. McWilliams had been mayor for 
some twelve or fifteen years, and while 
his administrations were apparently sat- 
isfactory to a majority of his constft- 
vents there was always a strong antil- 
McWilliams faction in East Rome and 

is finally culminated in the candidacy 
of Mayor Patton. 

Mr. McWilllams was not a candidate 
against Mayor Patton in this race, al- 
though for a long time it was thought 
that he would he. 

When Mayor Patton died Hon. Arthur 
Sullivan was brought out by his friends 
and the mayoralty was thrust upon him 
for the unexpired term.

CONTROL OF ISTHMUS 
HOWEVER 1S DEMANDED 


Reyes Says Colombia Will Make Any 
Concession, but That She Wants 
To Be Allowed To Put 
Down the Panama 
Secessicnists, 


Washington, November 28.—That the re- 
public of Colombia grant to the United 
States all the concessions provided for 
in the Hay-Herran treaty, but absolutely 
free of cost. is the proposition which Gen- 
era) Reyes. envoy of Colombia to the 
United States on a specia! missien. brings 
for the consideration of the officials at 
Washington. General Reyes arrived here 
shortly after 9 o'clock this morning. He 
was met at the station by a son of Dr. 
Herran. the Colombian charge, and went 


at once to his hotel. 
General Reyes talked with a represent- 


ative of the Associated Press about his 


mission. He said: 

“you will ceadily admit the propriety 
of my refraining from discussing my mis- 
gion, which is of a confidential character, 
but of the offers which Colombia is ready 
to make. I desire to say that my ener 
gies and those of my fellows will be 
devoted to the granting of the canal con- 
cessions to the United States without the 
payment of a cent. Even at this Colom- 
bia wil] be the gainer.” 

“Are you authorized by President Mar- 
roquin to make this Offer to the Wash- 
ington government?” General Reyes was 
asked. 

“That would be divulging my Instruc- 
tions before I have executed them. I 
cannot say more about this now,” he 
replied. 

“You can further say,” continued the 
general, ‘“‘that al! Colombia ts afire with 
gaal for the building of the canal by the 
United States and that the unfortunate 
political troubles which were the sole 
‘cause of the treaty’s death before the 
Colombian congress have entrely disap- 
peared We want the canal and I have 
come to Washington to see what the 
people of the United States are prepared 
to accept. I come with instructions from 
the president of Colombia direct. My 
mission in no way will interfere with the 
prerogatives of Dr. Herran, the Colom- 
bian charge. for whom hoth my govern- 
trent an@ myself personally have 
greatest respect. I shal) be fn daily con- 
ference with him.”’ 

Bitter Feeling in Colombia. 

“What is the feeling in Colombia about 
the Panama revolution?” 

“Feeling is running high, and there is 
indignation over the events on the isth- 
Imus. We can and will put down the re- 
belllon if not interfered with from the 
outside. So tense is the feeling and so 
fratienal the spirit of determination to 
Dring the isthmus back inte the republic 
that President Marroquin wil] have no 
_ trouble tn raising an army twice the sise 
_Mecessary to put down the disturbance. 
' Buch an army can march overland to 
the isthmus. the opinion of ill-advised 
persons to the contrary notwithstanding.” 

“What can the United States do, now 
that a treaty has been signed, by Sec- 
retary Hay and M. Bunau-Varilla?’ 

“That treaty has not peen ratified. The 
Colombian government does not ask the 
United States to aid it in putting down 


me revolution on the isthmus. Al) we 
ask is to be allowed to conduct’ our own 
affairs free from outside interference. Tho 
Colombian government can put down the 
rebellion without violating a letter of 
the treaty of 1846. I refer to the treaty 
that we always have respected and ad- 
hered to and not to the treaty as in- 
terpreted In these later days. If the 
United States maintains a neutral) posl- 
tion, the revolution will be put down.” 

When his attention was called to the 
report from Panamang and other sources 
that he had come to Washington to con- 
duct a lobby to defeat the ratification of 
the treaty he sald very emphatically: 

“I authorize the Associated Press to 
say for me at the outset of my visit that 
my movements here shall be strictly In 
accordance with the powers with which 
I am clo‘*od. T shall deal with the offi- 
-ials of the Washington government 4i}- 
rect .to whom I Bear letters of credence 
from the Bogota government. TI am not 
here as a private agent and I shall ignore 


sich as reflects upon my personal and 
official character.” 


Panema Envoy Sees Loomis

him to safeguard the interests of Latin 
America. The same circular has been 
brought to the attention of the state de- 
partment, with a query as to Its proprie- 
ty from an international point of view. 
The response of President Castro, of Ven- 
ezuela, to this circular, Strongly in the 
negative as [t was, is regarded as making 
it unnecessary for the United States gOvV- 
ernment to notice the matter further, It 
being assumed that the other South and 
Central American countries will follow 
President Castro’s example in rejecting 
Genera] Reyes’ overtures.

Washington, November 28.—(Special.)— 
Washington has been teeming al) day 
with gossip about democratic presiden- 
tial posstbilities in the light of the letter 
Of ex-President Cleveland, which ig conp- 
strued as the most positive possible dis- 
Claimer of a purpose to let his name 
figure in the next nationa] convention. 

While the general feeing among dem- 
ocratic leaders has been that there was 
no rea] substance in the Cleveland talk, 
there has been just enough of that talk 
to set a sory of cloud upon the outlook 
for complete party harmony, and this 
letter Is, therefore, taken as a valuable 
contribution toward the clarification of 
the democratic atmosphere. 

In the many discussions which have fol- 
lowed its appearance, the name of Sena- 
tor Gorman, of Mary‘tand, and Judge Par- 
ker, of New York, have figured most 
prominently. Every democrat I have met 
tcday has put these two men to the 
front. Both have strong admirers, both 
have strong supporters who argue from 
the viewpoint of availability separated 
from prrsonal predeliction; but it is 
pretty evident that the majority of south- 
erners look with highest favor upwn the 
man from Maryland. Mr. Hearst’s friends 


are fewer in number among public men 


but no less enthusiastic in their com- 
ment and argument. There !s still some 
talk of Olney among the New Englanders, 
but the general] impression ts that such 
basis as there might have been for an 
Olney movement was swept aside by tho 
fecent republican yictury in Massachu- 
setts :

About the on'y other man who figured 
at all in today’s talk is Judge George 
Gray, of Delaware, who is looked upon 
as the most available of the men who 
may properly be put tn the dark horse 
class.

Interview with the Young Desperado 
Most Affecting—Believed That

Chicago, November 28.—While Harvey 
Vandine, Peter Neidermeier and Emil 
Roeski sat silently in their cells at the 
Harrison street police station today the 
story of their crimes was being present- 
ed to the grand jury.

Vandine’s mother walled on him at the 
police station today, The meeting was 
affecting. ‘ 

“We've got mothers like other people, 
haven't we, Pete? was what Vandine said 
to Neldermeiler Jast night before Chief 
of Police O’NellL This morning Vandine’s 
mofher read the remark in a newspaper 
end wasted no time in going to ‘her 
boy.” Mrs. Vandine said: 

“You have einned, Harvey, and you 
must suffer. But remember, you 4re 
not beyond redemption and your mother 
is suffering with you. She is your best 
friend now end she will suffer with 
you.” 

For a few seconds the prisoner sat as 
if dazed. -Then he caught sight of a 
small girlish figure standing beside his 
mother, and he arose and walked toward 
the door of his cell. Mrs. Vandine, 
speaking between her sobs, sald: “Oh, 
my son, my son.” She put her arms 
through the bars and put her hands upon 
the prisoner’s shoulders. 

Then Mattie Dunne, Vandine’s sweet- 
heart, stood forward and shook hands 
with the prisoner. At this point Vandine 
displayed his first sign of emotion. Tears 
appeared in his eyes and the girl was 
quick to see them. “Please don’t, Har- 
vey,” she said, 

Mrs. Vandine again put her 4rms 
through the bars toward her son. In- 
spector Lavin, who had been warned that 
an attempt might be made to pass fire- 
orms t) the prisonef, gavght the grief- 
stricken mother by; the shoulders and 
gently drew her back. ‘We cannct allow 
you to touch the prisoner any more,’ 
said the inspector. At this point Van- 
dine stepped close to the bars and with a 
scowl, peered into the dimly lighted cor- 
ridor at a dozen or more detectives and 
spectators who had been passed into the 
cell room. 

“Can't a man see his mother without 
everybody ‘butting in?’"’ he asked. 

“You ought to be glad to be allowed to 
see her at all,’’ said one of the police 
officers. 

“Please don’t talk that way.” said Mrs. 
Vandine. She.tearfully resumed talking 
to the prisoner, wharsald but. little, and 
looked menacing toward the eurfosity~- 
seekers. 

Mrs. Vandine saw that the prisoner 
had fastened his gaze on her girl com- 
panion, who stood with her head buried 
in her hands. Then the mother instinct 
asserted itself again. ‘Yes, Harvey, and 
I will take care of Mamie. She will be 
my daughter. We will suffer together.’ 

Once more the tears-appeared in Van- 
dire’s eyes and the girl could no longer 
control her emotiwns. Her sobs broke 
out anew and every ome who was Near 
was- affected by the scene. Two young 
w>men who had been passed into the cell 
room with Mrs. Vandine and Miss Dunne, 
began to sob and Inspector Lavin mo- 
tioned that the. interview must: end. 

“We will come again, Harvey,” said 
Mrs. Vandine, as she left the cell room. 

The prisoner did not answer hig moth- 
er’s farewell sentence. 

He stood leaning agairst the bars with 
his face sunk in his hands until the po- 
lice began to question him, when he re- 
etmed his usua] Indifferent demeanor. It 
was said at the police station today that 
there is a strong possibility of what is 
knewn as a “Scaffold marriage.’”’

THOMAS THEUS 
BREATHES LAST 


Dying Request That He Be 
Buried in Confederate 
Gray. 


Savannah, Ga., November 28.—(Special.} 
Thomas Nichol Theus, a well known Sa- 
vannahan, who was prominently related 
in Georgia and South Carolina, died at 
an early hour this morning. 

He made a dying request that he be 
buried in confederate gray, and himself 
named six pallbearers, all confederate 
veterans, 

Mr. Theus’ death occurred after a 
period of ill health that lasted for sev- 
eral years. About a year ago his health 
became so paar that he was compelicd 
to retire fro mthe jewelry business con- 
ducted by Theus Brothers, among the 
leaders in their line In the south Untli 
quite recently he was able to be out, 
but his malady seized him in a more 
virulent form, and for some days he 
was confined to hig bed. 

Mr. Theus was born in Savannah in 
1839. He spent the greater part of nis 
life here. For many years he was con- 
nected with the late S. P. Hamilton in 
the jewelry business, to whose business 
he succeeded. 

During the civil war Mr. Theus was a 
gallant confederate soldier. He was a 
member of the Confederate Veterans’ As- 
sociation, and was always devoted to the 
memory of the contederacy and to his 
old comrades.

HEISMAN’S PLAYING RECORD. | 


Covered End for Pennsylvania in 
1891—Began Career at 
Brown College. 
Comparatively few people in the south 
whe are familiar with the name of Heis- 
man and the work he has done tn coach- | 
ing seuthern football teams knew any- 
thing of his football career while in cal- 

lege. 

It ls generally believed that he was a 
sub end on the Pennsylvania team, and 
beyond this never had any experience on 
football flelds in actual play. 

Still the records at Penhsylvania show 
that in 189! he was the regular end on 
the ‘varsity team of that college, and 
had before this season shown his ver- 
satility by playing in two other positions 
on the team, in preceding seasons, 

Heisman commenced his football work 
at Brown university team, playing a 
sub guard on this team jn the fall of 
1887. The next fall, In 1888, he won a 
regular place on the eleven as a tackle. 

The next year lke went to Pennsylvania 
and played a sub center in 1889, and the 
next season played sub tackle. In this 
year he got into a number of gamés ana 
played good ball. He was one of the 
players in the game in which Edgar Poe 
had his nose broken. 

The next year the position of tackle 
was filled, and Heisman, seeing that he 


had no chance against the candidate for 


this pesition, determined te make regu- 
lar end. Among his opponents for this 
position were some of the ablest athletes 
ever produced by the university. One of 
them made the left end the following 
year, still another the year after that. 
another became captain of the team, and 
McFadden stayed sub for several years 
longer. Altogether ten men were candi- 
Gates for this position, finally the 
southern coach won out. It was nearly 
the middle of the season, though before 
he was certain of his place, for before 
this time the coaches had been shifting 
men regularly.

Inventor Tells Dispatch of Remarkable Achievements on the Lucania. 


A 1,500-MILE MESSAGE. 
By PERCEVAL PHILLIPS, Staff Correspondent. 
(Special Cable to The Dispatch.) 


LIVERPOOL, Oct. 10.—Signor Marccni, who arrived on the Lucania this morning, 
was jubilant over the’success Of his experiments conducted on the way Over. His 
ohief achievement was the transmission of news !,500 miles, a new record. 

But the spectacular feature of his work was the publication of a daily newspaper 
- midocean, containing the news of both sides of the Atlantic, received by the wire- 
ess system. 

Marconi described his experiments to The Dispatch correspondent, who met him 
On arrival. “I was in constant communication with the shore during the whole voy- 
age."’ he said. “Daily news bulletins from the American and English stations were 
printed In the first daily ocean newspaper. The dispatches received and published 
included a summary of Secretary Chamberlain’s speech at Glasgow, which was 
printed tn mid-Atlantic, establishing a new record. 

‘News messages from Poldhu, Cornwall station, 1,400 miles distant. were received 
at the same time as those from Glace Bay, Canada, a distance of 1,500 miles. The 
dally paper published on board contained the world’s news. No long-distance mes- 
sages were sent from the ship, the experiments on board being confined solely to re- 
ceiving tests.’’

One of the pronounced features

circulation in Atlanta, this amount being 
paid on 287.029 money orders.

Since the government has de- 
termined to build a new federal building 
in Atlanta, the impression has gone forth 
that the expenditure of only a million dol- 
larg was all that was necessary, but facts 
and figures in the possession of Postmas- 
ter Blodgett argue that, if the present 
ratio of growth of the office is maintained, 
mw greater building is required. In plan- 
ning for the new building, the govern- 
mont will no doubt contemplate a struc- 
ture to serve the purposes of the business 
for at least the next twenty or twenty- 
five years.

tober of 1902. These figures also shew 
an increase of about $5,000 over any 
other monthly record in the history of 
the office. 

In speaking of the progress of the office, 
Colonel Blodgett states that the postal 
business is a reflection of the general 
prosperity and} growth of Atlanta. The 
remarkable growth of the postoffice busi- 
ness indicates an equal remarkable growth 
of the city and for this reason the post- 
Office record is doubly gratifying to At- 
lanta citizens. 

The new south side station, corner of 
South Pryor and Mitchell streets, is noW 
nearing completion and it is expected that 
the office will be established within a 
Short time. All of the south side mail 
will be handled from the new station and 
this will mark a big improvement in the 
local service. This office will be con- 
tinued after the new main office is erected, 
as the extent of the businéss is such that 
at least two stations are necessary. 


FADED AWAY AS A MIRACLE. 


How the Exposition at Omaha Was 
Bought To Be Sold. 


(from The World's Work.) 

When the exposition held a few years 
ago at Omaha had closed it @isappeared 
as a mirage might. One week a town of 
spectacular architecture stood on the fair 
Srounds. So it appeared the Saturday the 
expOsition closed. On Monday a swarm 
of 500 workmen poured in through the 
gates—and in a twinkling the wonder city 
vanished. Not even a jagoon was left. 

Months before a wrecking company had 
bought the whole exposition for about 
$20,000. As sOon as the fair had elosed 
they hurried steam derricks, special cars 
and workmen to the grounds and forth- 
hegan demolition. 


The bricks that

lined the lagoon ana 
paved the sidewaiks were taken up and 
shipped to Chicago. The buildings were 
torn down; all the lumber was sent away 
the was thrown in to fill 
up the lagoon. Whole sections of the 
roofs were lifted hodily upon the cars. 
The miles and miles of fence were taken 
down. Train JjJoad after train lead of 
lumber, building materials, furniture. in- 
cluding thousands of chairs—in fact. 
everything that makes up the plant of an 
exposition—were sent to the company’s 
great Chicago depot. 

Nothing was wasted. The hinges and 
locks on the doors were removed, sort- 
ed and ,shipped. Ali the thousands ot 
trees, shrubs and plants that dotted the 
exposition ground= were scientifically 
loaded on the cars and sent east. Flag 
poles, flags and typewriters by the hun- 
dreds shared a Hke fate. Even the great 
panorama of the battle of Gettysburg 
was taken. Two weeks from the close 
of the exposition the grounds were bare 
and level. There was nO water. These 
things were put into shape and sold. 
The company has an immense store in 
which goods are for sale “from a needle 
anchor’’—furniture, builders’ sup- 
lumber, flags, hinges and all the 
objects and materials used at expodsi- 
tions—and not only these, but many more,

children, a home with privacy and conve- 
niences, where a man may live lke 4 
man, It is to me an ideal condition, and 
so unlike our crowded cities of the north, 
that it impresses. me.” 

It is about these Atlanta homes that 
this story is being written. The figures 
for it were obtained from the records in 
the office of Building Inspector Frank A. 
Pittman, and the story which they have 
to tell is not realized even by those who 
have been here all the while and seen 
the improvements in progress, who have 
seen the center of the city transformed by 
the splendid structures which have taken 
the place of the three and four-story 
buildings of a decade ago, and who have 
seen homes springing up where twenty 
years ago were forests, filled with the 
mélody of Bob White's song, who sang 
to the minnows and the cats in the fresh, 
pure country streams. 

The forests have been leveled fer build- 
ing sites, Bob White has sought the 
denser woods to sing his song, and the 
streams now carry away the sewage of 
the great city that has been spreading out 
its arms into the country, giving the 
embrace of death to the tilled flelds and 
planting homes and streets and factories 
instead of cotton and corn. 

This is the wonderful story that is told 
by the records in the office of Frank Pitt- 
man, and now reprinted for the benefit 
of added thousands who will read this 
edition of The Constitution, 

The office of the building inspector was 
created in June, 1895, and the record for 
that year is therefore incompleice.

He is right in his choice. Every time 
a dwelling is erected in Atlanta it means 
that a new family has sprung into exist- 
enee, and, according to the statements 
of the statisticians, that a family of five 
is living in the house. ‘This is: particu- 
larly true in Atlanta, as every one who 
has had occasion to search the town for a 
home in which to live has reason to 
know.

Louis the leader in this business, In fact, 
said Mr. Brady, when seen yesterday af- 
ternoon, Athanta has the largest territory 
in the United States in so far as supply- 
ing live stock to dealers is concerned. 
{t embraces Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
North and South Carolina, Virginia and 
Mississippl. On my desk now are letters 
from parties in Mississippi who have 
heretofore traded in St. Louis,.who are 
desirous of coming here to purchase their 
stock in future, if they can obtain the 
same rates in this market that they se- 
cure in the west. We can meet the we¢st- 
ern prices and can do even better. 

“Tt is stated by dealers here in Atlanta 
that the same horses and mules that are 
bought by southern people in St. Louis 
are shipped there from Tennessee and 
other southern states, resold in that mar- 
ket aod then shipped farther south over 
the very same roads that carried them 
out to the west, causing the buyer in this 
section to pay two freights on the same 
class of horse or mule that he could have 
bought here without paying this addi- 
tional heavy charge. 

All classes of animais are handled by 
Atlanta dealers. They furnish in great 
quantities the medium sized mule that is 
used in the tarming of cotton, the heavier 
mules that are used in hauling timber 
from the woods to the mills and at the 
turpentine manufacturing plants and oth- 
er places where heavy draughting is 
needed. 

There are in al] five houses itn this city 
engaged in the live stock trade, four in 
the downtown district and one at the end 
of the Marietta street car line, the lat- 
ter being the Union Stock Yards, the 
largest establishment of the kind south of 
St. Louis. 

St. Louis Is Rivalled. 

Last season Atlanta sold more mules 
up to Marcn | than St. Louis, and while 
this’ season the market Is opening up 
slowly, it is thought that by next June, 
when the season ends for the sale of 
mules, all records will have been broken, 
so far as the local situation is concerned. 

The season for the sale of livestock in 
this section opens in August and ends 
June |. Juring this time the wholesale 
houses in this city are busily engaged in 
shipping horses and mules to the retail 
dealers throughout the southern states. 

All classes sell well in the south, it is 
said. There is a large and heavy demand 
for fine horses, many people making it 
a fad to own the finest blooded stock. 
The demand for mules is, of course, the 
staple part of the stock trade, as they 
are generally used on the farms in the 
south. «ney are hardier and can stand 
more hard usage and less feeding than 
horses can, and their keep being so much 
cheaper causes them to be placed in*use 
in more places than horses are employ- 
ed in. 

They are shipped out of Atlanta in ear- 
load lots and are distributed by the re- 
tail dealers among their customers, usu- 
ally small buyers who need from one to 
half a dozen at a time. Numbers of 
these retail dealers come dally to At- 
lanta to inspect and purchase stock, and

Atlanta’s Facilities. 

The facilities of this city for handling 
large quantities of live stock are better 
now than they bave ever been in the past, 
and they are still being improved as fast 
as money and experience can suggest 
means of doing so. The principal reason 
that Atlanta sas grown so rapidly in the 
past year as a horse and mule market is 
Said to be the fact that now dealers from 
states farther north can bring their stock 
here and lease barns in which they can 
feed their own stock and save a heavy 
outlay on that score. That is what made

Freight conditions are such now that 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Indiana can 
ship to Atlanta as cheaply as they can 
to St. Louis, and this naturally makes 
this city a more*desirable market for the 
southern buyer than St. Louis, as he 
saves the freight on his purchases from 
that point to Atlanta. 

As the local dealers sum up the matter, 
it stands this way: Stock.ean. be bought 
in Atlanta at the same price that it can 
be had in the west, and when bought 
here a freight bill is saved to the pur- 
chaser. They cannot see what is to pre- 
vent Atlanta supplying all the livestock 
for the southern states, and their conten- 
tion appears reasonable to many Of the 
largest retail dealers in this section, for 
more and more of them are annually 
coming here to get their supplies. 

The Atlanta Spirit. 

It is the intention of Atlanta stock men 
to persist in their efforts until not a man 
east of the Mississippi. shall go west to 
secure his stock. They have ample fa- 
cilities already, and whenever it becomes 
necessary to enlarge the present arrange- 
ments it will be done, they say.

By this ex- 
position we brought to the south’s at- 
tention the latest improved machinery; 
we had the old spinning wheel at work 
beside the new spindle; and the music 
of the hand loom, on which the home- 
made fabrics of our forefathers were 
woven, was lost in the hum of modern 
machinery. We had bales of cotton from 
Asia, Africa and Brazil, showing by ac- 
tual comparison the beauty and supert- 
ority in spinning quality of the home- 
grown staple. This expcsition, and oth- 
ers which nave followed it, I say, have 
done more to develop the resources of 
this section than anything else. The 
cotton crop in 1830 was one million 
bales; in slavery days it did not exceed 
four and a half millions. We have made 
as high-as 11,200,000, and this year the 
crup will probably reach 10,500,000, 
Georgia's share of which, together with 
its by-products, will exceed $100,000,000. 
In 1880 there were but two cotton oil 
mills in Georgia: now there are more 
than a hundred and twenty-five. Georgia 
is now spinning one-third of her own 
crop, and the south more than one-fifth 
of the entire crop.

A New Colony for Georgia. 

Impelled by the earnest wish of 
thousands of homeseekers to obtain a 
suitable location in a salubrious cli- 
mate and upon fertile land on which 
to establish themselves and bring up 
their families amid healthful and en- 
couraging environments, P. H. Fitzger- 
ald, of Indianapolis, Ind., has again 
turned his attention to Georgia and 
proposes to locate in this state a new 
colony, and he makes an interesting 
statement of his intentions in a com- 

yinication published elsewhere in this 
issue of The Constitution. 

Through the instrumentality of ex- 
Governor W. J. Northen, of Georgia, 
Mr. Fitzgerald was induced to examine 
the unapproachable advantages held 
out by this state as a desirable home 
for worthy immigrants. As the result 
of their mutual] efforts a colony of 
seven thousand energetic and vigor- 
ous settlers from Indiana, Illinois and 
Missouri was established in Irwin 
county, in south Georgia, and imme- 
diately exercised their ingenuity and 
enterprise in the building up of Fitz- 
gerald. No boom town ever had a 
surer, steadier, more satisfactory and 
permanent growth. [t stands today a 
monument to the foresight of its pro- 
moters and to the loyalty and industry 
of its settlers, who have persevered 
despite obstacles inseparable from an 
enterprise of this kind and the busi 
ness disasters that for a time threat- 
ened the nermanency of the project. 

Statistics are always tedious, but the 
following figures are not difficult to 
comprehend. In 1899 the population 
of the cit: of Fitzgerald was 1,700 and 
the taxable property $400,000; four 
year’s later the population has in- 
creased to 3,500 and property to 
$1,355,837. in 1900 the population of 
the county was 13,645, an increase of 
7,329 in ten years; the tax values of 
the county were $2,156,899 for the 
whites and $46,770 for the blacks, and 
since then they have steadily in- 
creased. 

This very practical demonstration 
of the vast increase in worldly goods 
that has been accumulated by the Ir- 
win county colony will account for an- 
other industrial army being orgap- 
ized to march on Georgia early in the 
spring of 1904 There will probably 
be many who formed a part of that 
other army of ’64, but they will come 
with peace in their hearts, and the 
desire to draw from the bounteous 
earth, well watered and fertile, the 
sustenance and comforts that no other 
section of the union yields in more 
varied or abundant profusion. 

With the vast available government 
tracts of the west practically used up, 
the rigors of a long, dreary and severe 
winter season of the north and bleak 
northwest impelling ambitious and 
self-reliant farmers to seek a milder 
climate with plenty of sunshine and 
a sojl that yields abundantly materials 
that feed and clothe, it is but natural 
that in ever increasing numbers home- 
seekers from the north and west 
should turn their faces southward and, 
among its most inviting fields, seek 
Georgia, lying in the same parallels of 
latitude as Palestine, the promised 
Canaan of a chosen people, and enjoy 
the blessings that have been heaped 
upon this favored section. 

Georgia will welcome the 10,000 new 
immigrants to be sent thitherward by 
President Fitzgerald, of the Fitzgerald 
Investment Company. The exact spot

' chicago, November 28.—(Special.)—Pos- 
ta} statistics prove without question that 
Chicago. is the premier mail order city 
of the world. While the figures may 
be startling, it is, nevertheless, true, that 
the total yolume of business by the local 
houses aggregates $50,000,000 a year. 
Furthermore, it may be said tnat the 
great Windy City on Lake Michigan is 
the home of this pdcullar enterprise. 
it has been carried on here for more 
than thirty years, and from insignificant 
departments in mény of the big stores 
this branch of the business has assum- 
ed such monumental proportions that, 
in many instances, branch pestoffices have 
been established under the roofs of these 


private commercia] enterprises and the 
business In some of the individual stores 
daily amounts to more than that of 
scores of healthy and thriving cities. 

Postal statistics are taken as the in- 
dex of this mighty volume of business 
from the fact that it is almost alj car- 
ried on through the mails. It is the in- 
variable rule of the Chicago houses that 
the money must accOmpany the order or 
no attention is paid to it, and, accord- 
ing to the local merchants, about 40 per 
cent of their receipts are in postal mon- 
ey orders, 30 per cent in express orders, 
2 per cent in currency that comes 
through the ordinary mail and 10 per 
cent in postage stamps. 

And right here it may be !njected that 
there are a large number of people who 
are unusually careless in the matter of 
sending matter through the mais, and it 
is the highest possible tribute to the hon- 
esty and integrity and efficiency of the 
postal service that so little is lost. The 
other day one of the big firms here re- 
ceived a $100 bill and seven silver dol- 
lars in an ordinary envelope so thin 
that the coins could be counted through 
the paper, and every postoffice clerk that 
handled the letter .«.«st have known that 
it contained money. 

Nor ig this exceptional, One firm here 
receives more than $3,000,000 annually 
in currency through the mails, and the 
clerks in charge say that, while there are 
mistakes and lOsses every day, they are 
insignificant, comparatively speaking, 
and are due to the carelessness of the 
senders and not to the dishonesty of the 
postoffice employees, 

Figures Are Enormous. 

While the figures for the total trans- 
actions of the money order department 
of the local postoffice for the year, 
thus far, are not obtainable, the figures 
have been compiled to a sufficient extent 
to indicate an approximate amount, and 
the local postoffice authorities say there 
is little question that the total figures 
will show an aggregate of 10,000,000 
orders. which will represent a value of 
$140,000,000. On this basis it can be 
readily figured out how the mail order 
business helps to swell the grand total 
for the local office and incidentally aids 
to the maintenance of the government. 
The figures of the postoffice department 
for the last year show that the business 
of the Chicago office—money orders Is- 
sued and paid—was 35 per cent greater 
than that of the New York postoffice. 
Philadelphia, Atlanta, Detroit and Mil- 
waukee are showing gains, but Chicago 
outstrips them all.

est firm has a minimum of 1,000 em- 
ployees upon its payroll and a maximum 
of 2,800 during the busy season—the 
spring and fall and at holiday time. 
About forty-five per cent of the goods 
are shipped by mail, 30 per cent by ex- 
press and about 25 per cent by freight. 
For the value reverse the figures. All 
the small and light packages are sent 
by mail. The heavier packages up to 4 
pounds are also sent by mall, except 
where there is a short haul, and, the ex- 
press charge !s smaller than the mail 
rate. Large orders, embracing a variety 
of goods, are packed in a case and sent 
by freight. 

Montgomery, Ward & Co. make !t an 
invariable rule to sel] nothing inside 01 
Cook county, nor for delivery to custom- 
ers in Chicago. ‘Their entire business 
is dure by correspondence, but both they 
and Sears, Roebuck & Co, handle every 
kind of goods. One firm in Chicago some 
years ago sold 1¥0,000 bicycles on mail 
orders exclusively. 

Of the money orders received 95 per 
cent go through the clearing house like 
checks. The Chicago postoffice is not a 
member of the clearing house, but is rep- 
resented there by one of the local banks. 
The mail order merchants deposit their 
orders for money as so much cash in 
their own banks. Their average receipts 


| of postage stamps in payment for mer-

year are about $1,200 a day and during 
the busy season they will run up to 
$6,000. They not only use all of these 
stamps but have to buy enormous quanti- 
ties at the postoffice, as wel.

time and labor clerks are sent from the 
city postoffice to the shipping rooms to 
Superintend and inspect the preparation 
of packages for the mail. Each package 
is examined to sea that the address Is 
legible and complete, just as it would be 
in the central postoffice, and the quick 
perceptions of an experienced clerk can 
instantly detect overweights and mis- 
takes in classification. If he finds among 
the packages what the officials call a 
‘niksie,’’ that is, a package improperly 
directed, he throws it out for correction. 
If a third-class package gets into a 
fourth-class bag it is sent to its proper 
place. After inspection the packages are 
classified by stafes and mail routes and 
locked up in bags furnished by the gov- 
ermment so that they can be carted direct 
from the store to the railway postal car. 
This mail weighs many tons each day in 
the busy season, 
Government Lends Assistance. 

Two or three years ago as a measure 
of economy in tlme and labor what are 
known as “pre-canceled” stamps were 
furnished to all big firms in Chicago 
shipping not fewer than 10,000 pieces of 
third and fourth-class matter each week. 
That is the minimum. The maximum 
runs up to enormous figures. 
ago one of the big firms bought 250,000 
i-cent stamps at a single purchase. Fifty 
thousand and even 
frequently purchased at a time in the 
busy season. Nearly all of the big firms 
use from $3,000 to $5,000 worth of 
stamps a day, 

The stamps are canceled in sheets,upon 
a printing press in the office of the cash- 
ier of the postoffice before they are taken 
away. This saves a great deal of labor, 
for otherwise every package to which 
they are attached would have to be 
handled in the postoffice, and it takes 
much more time to Cancel stamps upon 
third and fourth class mail matter than 
on letters, which lie in a smooth, even 
pile and can be passed throug a ma- 
chine 

These “precanceled’ stamps are used 
under the supervision of an experienced 
postoffice clerk. 

The mail order establishments receive 
an enormous number of registered let- 
ters. It is now the busy season, and it 
is a common occurrence for the mer- 
chants to receive 1,200 to 2,500 regis- 
tered letters a day. The highest number 
recollected is 14,600. This was during 
the holiday sason last season. 


' The Business Grows. 

The firm of Montgomery Ward & Co. 
is the pioneer concern and originator of 
the mail order business. It was in1I872, a 
year after the great Chicago fire, even 
while the city was still downridden by 
its terrible destroyer, that A, Montgom- 
ery Ward and George R. Thorne decided 
to develop the idea of the former of 
founding a business to sell merchandise 
farmers, exclusively by 
means of a cataiogue. This idea was en- 
tirely too radical for éven the friends of 
the two gentiemen named and instead of 
assistance they received nothing but ridi- 


weverthelud the venture was started the 
same year and in the tace of many pre- 
dictions of failure. The first store was 
in one small room and in an obscure 


building. 
The firm is now one of the great- 


est, if not the greatest, user of prin- 
ter’s ink in the world. 

Through panic and prosperity the 
firm has prospered, and it now occu- 
pies a monstrous buisuing, covering 


an entire block and facing the lake. 


The new Montgomery Ward building is 
a handsome structure. It has a total floor 
space of nearly 25 acres and a tower 394 
feet high and 40 feet square, and the 
firm makes the claim that it is the tallest 
mercantile building in the world. The 
firm has two big ware houses, one at 
Chicago Heights for furniture and the 
other at Sycamore for farm implements. 
The eoncern claims to have 2,000,000 
eustomers who trade with them exclusive- 
ly by letter. It claims to be a benefactor 
in that it has abolished the profit of the 
middie. man and that it can sell goods 
cheaper than competitors because its sole

Not only does the farmer 
get his entire supplies, everything he 
eats, wears and uses, from the great sup- 
ply houses (the mail order firms), but 
niso the laborer, the mechanic, the busi- 
ness man, the professional man in towns 
and cities as large as Cincinnat!, Balt?- 
more, New York, Memphis, ete., send 
their orders out of their citv to the 
Chicago mail order houses, for {it is 
purely a question of money saving, sim- 
ply because of the opportunity that is 
offered by the great supply houses to buy 
standard reliable merchandise of every 
description at lower prices than are of- 
fered by any other merchant or retail 
establishment. Sentiment does not. and 
has not, entered into the growth of this 
business. By centralization, concentra- 
tion, and economical methods of han- 
dling and selling merchandise, by a wll- 
ingness to recognize the power of great 
yolume of sales with small profits. as 
against limited sales at large profits, 
by the ability to foresee the possil®lity 
of securing a great proportion of the 
trade of the country, these mail order 
establishments have been enabled to 
reduce the prices to the consumer to the 
minimum. They have made a new 
standard of value-giving for the indi- 
vidual’s order, and the enormous growth 
of the business is simply a natural re- 


' sult. 


‘People will buy where they can buy 
for the least money, where they can buy 
the cheapest. When the term cheapest 
is used it does not apply to the merchan- 
dise. No mail order house can afford to 
send out trashy, shoddy goods and re- 
main in business or see their business 
grow. “You can fool some of the peo- 
ple all of the time, and all of the peo- 
ple some of the time, but you ean'’t 
fool all the people all of the time.’’ The 
smaller mail houses, attracted hy the 
possibilities in the business, have learned 
this great truth to their sorrow an 
disaster. Nothing endures but the truth: 
no business grows except on the solid 
foundation: of merit and honest deal- 
ing. 

“The mail order business is not se- 
cured by salesmen, traveling represent- 
atives, agents, or the customers com- 
ing direct to the store toe make their 
purchases. Every order is secured 
through printed matter alone, Cata- 
logues describing the goods are pre- 
pared in the most painstaking manner, 
illustrating the goods with wonderful 
fidelity, using all the possibilities of 
printers’ ink and photo engravings and 
all other methods of illustration, and the 
making of catalogues and printed matter 
has advanced to such perfection that 
the mail order buyer at a distance of 
100 to 1,000 miles can order direct from 
the catalogue with perfect convenience, 
can make a selecfion with every facility. 
and even better, in fact, than if he were 
at the retail counter selecting the goods 
from stock. The catalogue never lies. 
Its illustration represents the article 
faithfully, just as it appears. There is no 
one to urge or to alter the judgment 
that. the plain printed type description 
and illustration leads the buyer to form. 

‘The Mail Order House has no selling 
expenses beyond the cost of printed mat- 
ter and the cost of handling the goods, 
filling and shipping the orders. They 
sell for cash only, and have no percent- 
age of bad debts or losses to figure on 
in addition to their catalogue prices. 
Their distributing power enables them 
to contract for quantities that are be- 
yond the capacity of the largest whole- 
salers in the land. In fact, their busi- 
ness demands are such that they must 
actually create sources of supplies suf- 
ficiently large to take care of their or- 
ders; to supply them with goods in suf- 
ficient quantity and of the proper stand- 
ard of quality, and in creating such 
sources of supply, this one step takes 
away from the selling price to the con- 
sumer nearly all that heretofore repre- 
sented the profit of the manufacturer, 
the wholesaler, the shipper and the re- 
tailer. 

Forces Them To Manufacture. | 

“As an example we have been obliged 
to establish our own stove foundry, buggy 
factory, clothing manufacturing’ es-

On the merchandise just 
quoted such a mail order house will make 
selling prices against which no whole- 
saler or jobber can compete, and leaves 
ic far out of the question for the retail 
dealer in any city to attempt to matcn 
the prices. With these manufacturing fa- 
cilities, getting the goods at first hands 
either by manufacturing them under per- 
sona] direction or taking the’entire out- 
put from other manufacturers and hand- 
ing the goods over to the consumer (the 
individual buyer), making one transac- 
tion practically from manufacturer direct 
tu consumer and without the usual selling 
expenses incident to other manufacturers, 
the Mail Order House can afford to and 
does accept the smallest possible margin 
of profit. 

“it is estimated that 10,000,000 people 
are patrons of the Mail Order Houses. 
li is certain that one-fourth of the entire 
population of the United States secures 
some of their goods from the Chicago 
Mail Order Houses. It is not to be un- 
derstood by this that one-fourth of the 
population of the country buys all of its 
supplies from the Mail Order Houses, but 
in certain lines like vehicles, stoves, sew- 
ing machines, bicycles, furniture, cloth- 
ing, crockery, guns, watches and jewelry, 
pianos, organs and other musical instru- 
ments where the saving Is great.’’ 

Sears, Roebuck & Company publish a 
monthly newspaper called The Skylight 
for the exclusive benefit of their em- 
ployees, who. do all of the writing as 
well as the reading. Literary contribu- 
tions and subscriptions from the outsice 
probably would not be rejected, but they 
are not sought. The contents of the 
paper’ refer directly and only to the in- 
dividuals and the interests of the @és- 
tablishment. The clerks, salesmen and 
saleswomen and other employees are en- 
couraged to discuss methods of doing 
business and to criticise what seems to 
them objectionable. Many of the critic- 
isms, of course, are irrelevant, for the 
force includes the usual number of kick- 
ers, but the editors of the paper find 
among the contributions many facts, sug- 
gestions and criticisms of great value. 

Pages of Advertisements. 

While. the mail order business of the 
department stores is extensive and really 
amounts to more than the ‘entire busi- 
ness of many stores in smaller cities, it 
in turn suffers in comparison with the 
volume of trade of the exclusively mail 
order firms. Passing strange as the 
statement may seem, Marshall Field, the 
‘‘merchant prince’ and multi-millonaire, 
does not seek this class of trade. The 
explanation of this is in the fact that he 
has found it is injurious to his whole- 
sale trade. This is another bearing on 
the relation of the mai] order business to 
the city trade. Concerning this business, 
a representative of the rirm said to a 
Constitution representative: 

“Of course when we receive a mail or- 
der, we fill it. We do not do any adver- 
Tsing to secure this class of business, : 
however, for the reason if we did we 
would receive a thousand and one letters 
from customers of the wholesale house 
telling us it is not fair for us to invade 
their territory. There is no question but 
what we would undersell the country 
merchants—that the regular prices we 
quote would be smaller than those the 
outside merchant would place on his 
goods—and that the mai] urder customer 
would have the advantage of a greater 
variety from which to select, but we do 
not care to enter this branch of the busi- 
ness for strictly business reasons,’ 

Other of the large department 
stores see a source of big profit in the 
business and seek it, their advertise- 
ments constantly appearing as hand- 
some, illustrated newspaper page dis- 
plays and in the magazines. The 
departments in all of the local stores 
are growing wonderfully, and sev- 
eral of the merche2 ts claim to have 
thousands of names of patrons living 


in all sections of the United States. 


Sir Thomas on Advertising. 
(From The New York Newspaperdom.) 


‘“Hlow do your mefchants compare with 
American merchants as regards using ad- 
vertising space?” 

“London advertisers are more conserva- 
tive. I do not mean that the American 
merchant is less sensible. Conditions are 
different, although our people are fast 
falling into your idas as regards sizes 
Of spaces and business methods. I am 
told that certain papers in New York city 
get as high as $1,000 per page for a sin- 
gle issue. While the amount seems 
frightfully high, I learn that a store up- 
town keyed one Of its one-page ads and 
traced sales to the extent of over $7,000, 
to say nothing of the sales made to the 
Same buyers of unkeyed goods. These 
great sales are what make advertising 
a stupendous proposition in America. I 
am told that a high-grade dry goods 
house spent $8,000 in Sunday newspa- 
per space a couple of weeks before Christ- 
mas and on the following Monday took 
in a total of over $60,000. lt staggers 
one’s comprehension when he goes into 
the subject of daily neWspaper advertising 
in America ”’

Tele- 
graphic reports and editorial comment do 
not include vital questions witch present 
themselves to people looking toward a 
country for residence—that ground is not 
covered. They must depend mafnly on 
travelers and newspaper writers, some of 
whom. unfortunately, appear to have had 
rather more gift of imagination than fac- 
ulty for relafing plain, straight facts. 

Gives Authoritative Information. 

Tertain of these exploitations coming 
under the notice of Hon. Thomas Adam- 
son he was led to discuss the situation 
from his point of vantage—that of con- 
sul general of the United States at Pan- 
ama. Mr. Adamson has spent the hetter 
part of his life in diplomatic service, 
having only a few years ago retired to 
private life, and taken up his residence 
{in Cedartown. Ga. 

“Forty-two years ago today—November 
24" said Mr. Adamson, “T was appointed 
as a resident of Pennsylvania to my first 
consulate by Mr. Lincoln at Pernambuco, 
Brazil. 1 remained there seven years 
and a half, when I was transferred to 


fronoliki, and was there a year and a 
half. President Grant then appointed 
me ae consul general to Melbourne, where 
I remained for nearly seven years, at the 
end of which time I came home on leave 
of absence, and while on this visit was 
ordered to Samoa on a special mission— 
to make treaty with chiefs. Buf while 
awaiting transportation, commissioners 
from Samoa arrived in Washington, and 
the business was transacted in Washing- 
ton. I was then appointed to Rio de Ja- 
neiro. where I was four years and a 
half, being transferred in October, 1882, 
to Panama.” 
Spent Ten Years at Panama. 

From which Tt will be seen, and re- 
membering that Mr. Adamson was for 
ten years consul at Panama, that here 
is a man whose years of service in differ- 
ant countries and long resi@ence on the 
isthmus render him an authority not to 
be questioned. Conservative, one to See 
things as they are, and represent them 
in the same way, he is not a little amused 
at certain exaggerations which have re- 
cently emanated from the press. 

As to Panama being the deadly spot it 
has been represented, this is Simply a 
grave misrepresentation. 

“With the exception of an attack of 
neuralgia,”” says Mr. Adamson, “I was 
not sick, and my wife had not a day’s 
iiiness during our more than ten years’ 
residence at Panama.” 

As desirable houses were at a premium 
and domestic service a difficult problem, 
the consul and his wife had apartments 
Bome little distance away from. the ho- 
tel, where they took theiy meals. Din- 
ner was at 6:30, which was after nightfall, 
and, being always in health, they went 
regularly—in ‘‘night air,’ ‘‘moist winds” 
or in rain. 


Moist Winds Not So Deadly. 


“Furthermore,” he adds, ‘‘we came

across from Colon one evening during a 
heavy rain, and on arriving at the rail- 
way station saw the carriage we had left 
word should be {n waiting for us forcibly 
taken by five men and the driver order- 
ed away. The streets were floaded and 
through the running water we were left 
to make our way to our residence, a mile 
from the station. We were completely 
soaked, but had no fever or other if- 
effects from the unpleasant experience.” 

Which rather refutes the 
made by a recent writer that ‘‘no 
ventures out of the house after nightfall 
if there has been 
—{t is death to do so—within two hours 
of such exposure, or of getting the least 
the dread fever commenees and be- 
midnight the victim has passed 
away.’’ Nor were the stores ever closed 
in the middle of the day from ‘damp’ 
or other cause during the consul’s stay. 

Night on the isthmus is not spent, all 
of it, in your house with doors close 
shut and artificial light. One who gets 
that impression labors tnder a mistake. 
The moonlight tempts the world abroad, 
and the world goes. Society promenades 
on the “‘hovedos.’’ At the extreme end 
of the little promontory on which the 
city of Panama is bullt is a part of the 
ancient city wall and :ortification knowr 
as ‘“‘the bovedos. 

This wall was built by the Spanish at 
a cost of $14,000,000 and at its widest 
point Is about 40 feet In width and about 
20 feet in height. On the top tn ancient 
times cannon were placed for the protec- 
tion of the city against: enemies on the 
sea, buccaneers and freebooters. 

On this wall three carriages can be 
driven abreast. 

Prison Beneath Promenade. 

Here society takes its airing and the 
military band plays In the evening, Men 
and women promenade in the glory of the 
tropical moon, the music pulsates and un- 
derneath the tread of their careless, pleas- 
ure-seeking feet sound the sighs and 
groans of prisoners. 

In this 40-foot wall, rinning through 
from one side to the other, are culvert- 
like dungeons. On one Side is the en- 
trance and looking through to the other 
—the lower end of the dugeon—can be 
seen one small window. 

During ‘Mr. Adamson's consulate. five 
Americans were imprtsoned here, and it 
became his duty to see that they were 
liberated. One hundred thousand dollars 
in gold had been stolen and these men, 
as suspects, were unjustly held. While 
engaged in this matter he had occasion 
a number of times to visit ™:ese prisons 
which held, perhaps, as motley a set of 
riffraff as ever fills prison walls. And 
the groans end curses in these cells of 
misery were like dn undercurrent to the 
waves of melody and pleasure that surged 
above. 

As is common in any country, In any 
place, where anything as big as a canal 
building is going on, there gathered about 
the city of Panama the class of vagrants 
that roam the world over; much money 
was being spent; it flowed freely; they 


wet,

‘hung about the plaza, slept under carts 


and lived off the pickings. Of these some 
fell into prison. some sickened and Over- 
crowded the hospitals, and some were 
laid in pauper’s graves. 

As to “heir burying without coffins, it 
is only done in cases of paupers an‘ 
prisoners.

Even the und@ertaker’s business is a 
monopoly and no mean source of revenue, 
Christian or Jew, Chinese or whomsoever, 
can get a coftin of none but the Catho- 
lic undertaker, though they, of course, 
bury in their respective cemeteries.

These are 
paupers’ graves, and each grave holds 
but two bodies. 


Only Two in Each Grave. 

The statement that twenty are buried 
in a grave is simply not correct. The 
body of a pauper or prisoner is conveyed 
to the cemetery in a coffin, the coffin 
Placed by tne side of the grave, and the 
body lifted out and laid in a and 
so buried. But it is only in the case of 
these two classes, and never but two 
in one grace. When the body is interred 
the cross is placed above the grave, with 
the number and year and so left for 
two years, at the end of which time a 
Second and last interment is made in 
the same grave. 

Around the Catholic cemetery is a 
about 7 feet thick ang of a 
admit of three tiers of over-like re- 
ceptacles into which coffins containing 
bodies of the better classes are thrust 
and the opening sealed up. So much per 
year is paid for occupancy, a sort of 
rental. In some cases the family wil] 
pay for many years ahead: jn others 
when the period of rental has expired 
the body is removed and made way with 
by the owner of the cemetery, 

Some are only placed there temporarily, 
as in the case of the Italian consul. who, 
after the two years required for the 
prevention of contagion, was removed to 
Italy. 

That two persons of such excellent 
health and appearance as Mr. and Mra 
Adamson should after ten years of im- 
munity in a so-called land of death, at- 
tribute its reputation to the causes they 
do, appeals to the sane mind most reas- 
onable. 

The vagrants living the life they did 
were ready victims for disease. So were 
the canal workers, whose quick taking- 
off has been so tragically described. 


Carelessness Caused Deaths. 

50, as far back as 1849, the gold min-

As for the canal workers, they stood 
in water, in the midst of upturned soil. 
In the marshes and swamps of the coast 
when the earth is first turned up to the 
rays of the sun, it is there and then that 
malaria seizes hold on the individual who 
exposes himself to it. 

Add to this that they were sold the 
vilest of whisky, they observed no rules 
of prudence or precaution, but lay down 
in their bunks to sleep with as little re- 
gard almost as animals in a lair, and 
that disease was broadcast among them 
(as it would have been in any land under 
like conditions) is no marvel. 

Spirits in the tropics can be taken by 
and by other cannot, there are 
men on the isthmus who get drunk every 
cay and still Eve. But a doctor in Pan: 
ama said: “Drunkards live In cholera 
season and die like flies in yellow fever.” 
So, the conclusion may safely be drawn 
that to the mean whisky taken by the

Digging Spreads Malaria. 

Science declares that a swamp is not 
necessarily unhealthy until disturbed. 
“A mangrove swamp is not necessarily 
unhealthy,’ says Mr. Adamson, “so long 
as covered with vegetation, but cut that 
away and malaria develops. It is when 
we come to digging through the swamp, 
part Othe isthmus that sickness must 
be expected. It will follow. 

But people who were born and have 
been brought°>up In the swamp lands of 
the coast are to a great extent immune 
from atiacks of malarial fever, and it 
is that class that must be obtained to 
do the work in the swampy parts of tne 
canal, 

Both ends pass throngh swampy terri- 
tory, especially the first half dozen miles 
trom Colon, and last.two or three miles 
on the Pacifie side. The canal has been 
partially completed at both ends, but 
not to the depth intended. To complete 
it to the depth of 30 feet will undoubtedly 
But the same 
objection would be against a canal at 
Nicaragua. Wherever the soil is turned 
up in swampy regions there will be ma- 
laria anq sicmhess will follow. 

Interior of Isthmus Healthful. 

“The interior of the isthmus is con- 
sidered healthful. The province of Vera- 
guas, that part of the {sthmus to the 
forthwest of the city of Panama, is said 
to be sanatéry for consumption. Henry 
Dickson, of Virginia, located at San- 
tiago de Veraguas. He and his family 
were consumptive, and located there be- 
eause it was peculiarly healthful for 
consumptives. 

‘It is well known that Havana was a 
breeding place for yellow fever before 
the American occupation, and that now it 
is a healthful place—so with different 
sections of the United States. With 
proper sanitary regulations Panama 
would be a healthful and pleasant place 
in which to live.’ 

So much for the healthfulness of ‘‘the 
deadliest spot in the world,” as it has 
been called by one who visited it in 
the same year that closed Mr. Adamson’'s 
ten years’ residence there. (AS a mat- 
ter Of statisties, more persons attain to 
else- 
where). Though, before passing on, men- 
tion might be made of the hospitals—the 
city hospital, St. Anna, in Panama, and 
the hospitals of the canal company, lo- 
cated on Ancon null. 

Of these latter, there were about thirty, 
individual hospitals, fitted up with every 
appliance known to modern science and 
conducted by the most skilled physicians 
and nurses. The company did this, as 
everything else, on a fine scale, and its 
sick were well taken care of. St. Anna 
was crowded, horribly crowded, with the 
poor and the loafers and adventurers 
whom disease attacked and threw on the 
mercy of the sisters in charge, and later 
laid, some of them, under the skadow of 
the black crosses in the Catholic cem- 
etery. 

There must be some mistake about the 
decay “from the moist winds of the pal- 
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aces built by the French officers, among 
them the house of De Lesseps.’’ In the 
early part of this year, Tracey Robin- 
son, a friend of Mr. Adamson’s, occu- 
pied this latter, which is not a palace, 
by the way, and only gave it up in July 
after the death of his wife. whose de- 
mise was not due to any climatic in- 
fluence. 
Reminiscences of De Lesseps. 

Mr. Adamson’s reminiscences of De 
Lesseps are tempered by the recollec- 
tion of the old adage, “Speak kindly of 
the dead.” 

“He was a great diplomat,”” he says, 
“a man of charming manners, and made 
a beautiful speech. He was magnetic 
and an actor. He was no business man 
—he may have believed in himself, but 
he Wag not wise. 

“In my capacity of consul IT was asseo- 


ciated with him, and when we parted we. 


embraced, after the manner of the Span- 
ish."’ 

But of the officer of that magnificent 
failure and of the officers of the French 
Canal Company he has no word of crit- 
lcism beyond that undeniably great 
frauds were perpetrated. 

“As with all great corporations or 
governments, as has been and will be.’’ 
he says, “great frauds were perpetrated 
-—there was great waste of money. When 
the canal is to be built the American 
people must be warned of this.”’ 

Arriving, as @# did, but a short time 
after work on the canal had begun, Mr. 
Adamson has, perhaps, a more compre- 
hensive understanding of the entire situa- 
tion from that time up to the present 
than any other man in this country. 

At the time of his arrival, work had 
progressed only so far as cufting the 
track through the woods and bushes 
across the isthmus. This track was from 
a quarter to half a mile in width: from 
it they made cross surveys, so finding 
the lay of the land, and being enabled to 
decide on the route, The canal followed 
approximately the railway, and the rail- 
way had followed approximately the early 
trail made by the natives and pack 
horses. But the isthmus was a vast for- 
est, surveying was difficult, and the 
railway was badly located. The canal 
engineers made wider surveys, and go 
procured a better route. 


Jealousy Determined Route. 

When the railroad was projected, one 
of the directors wanted one terminus at 
Portobello, which was a beautifuy sit- 
vation. But the others, learning that he 
had bought or gotten control of much of 
the land thereabout were unWilling so 
to play into his hand. The decision 
fell finally upon Manzanillo island, ly- 
ing in Navy bay, now Limon bay, and 
Aspinwall, the present Colon, was locat- 
ed. The island was half swamp, with 
a fringe of sandy beach, but here the 
Officials made their residence, and have 
filled in and built up until they have a 
few good atreets. The distance from 
Colon to Panama of 47 miles is made in 
three hours. 

Speaking of Culebra. 
described as a ‘‘mountain,”’ Mr. Adam- 
Son says’ it is not a mountain at all, 
but the lowest depression in :the range, 
and the canal is between it and an- 
other hill. 

“It ig only,” he says, ‘a respectably 
Sized hill, the cut through which, at the 
commencement Of the work, was estf- 
mated by the engineers to be 367 feet 
from the highest point to. the bottom of 
a tide-level eanal. About one-half of 
that has been cut.

Political Differences Deplorable. 

“Tt is a great pity that some unwise 
persons should have tried to make a po- 
litical question of our cana] treaty with 
the representative of the republic of Pan- 
ama and to cast odium on the present 
administration as denying the right of 
secession in one case and recognizing it 
in another. Such persons are probably 
honest, but not well informed. When 
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)I went to Panama in 1883 it was the 
sovereign state of Panama, which was a 
state of the Colombian confederation. 
“The confederacy was so loosely tied 
together that the states of Panama and 
Cavea might engage in warfare with each 
other and the sister states of the confed- 
eracy would have had no right to !nter- 
fere. In 1884-85, during the revolution 
of those years, Dr. Rafael Kunez, who 
had possessed himself of the power at 
Bogota, proclaimed a new constitution 
by which the several ‘sovereign states’ 
were brought into the ‘United States of 
Colombia.’ Now, Panama Nas Only re- 
asserted her right to be a ‘sovereign 
state’ and she resumed her independence, 
of which she had been deprived by the 
Gictum of Dictator Nunez, and that with- 
out firing a gun or Shedding a drop of 
blood, but by the unanimous voice of her 
people, who were unopposed by any show 


of force. 

“While our government has not at- 
tempted to urge the annexation of Pan- 
ama, but is treating the new republic 
as Cuba was treated, it is tc be hoped 
that at some not far distant day the 
Panaman people may ask to be admitted 
into our glorious union and that we may 
accede to their wishes. In the mean- 
time, the new state has before it brighter 
sanguine sons could have dreamed of.

“In 1885, I made the acquaintance of 
General Reyes, who is now on his way 
to Washington, with. the vain hope of 
bringing about *he re urn ci Panama ti 
the mis-called United States of Colom- 
bia. He is a man of rizn eharacter for 
whom I have a procound admiraticn, but 
1 think he is gre2atiy nistaken in selieyv- 
ing that he can get up an army of a 
hundred thousand men, or of one thou- 
sand. to march by land to Panama. 

“There is an ancient maxim to the 
effect that ‘a thing which is impossible 
cannot be done,’ and that is what’s the 
matter with marching from Cauva to 
Panama. The eastern end of the isth- 
mus, where it joins South America, is 
atmost uninhabited except by Indians, 
and is a region of dense forests and 
swamps extending to the Atrato river. 

“In fact, from the Chepo river, say 
26 miles east of the city of Panama to 
the border of South America proper, the 
country is almost entirely a wilderness. 

Resources of Panama. 

“When 12 left the isthmus, in 1893, 
it ‘was claimed that a company of Eng- 
lish miners had discovered the long losi 
Ciia mine, from which the Spaniards 


}had taken great sums of gold two hun- 


dred and fifty years ago. Their mines 
were on the affluents of the Tuyura river 
which empties into the gulf of San 
Miguel near the very valuable Pear! 
islands. At present, that region appears 
to be only valuable for ite India rubber 
perducing forests and for its gold mines.

“Our people have no idea of the bur- 
dens under which the people of the late 
department of Panama have suffered for 
many years. 

“Elections were a farce.’ I witnessed 
an election at Panama, which I shall not 
soon forget. The voting place was qn 
the wide pavyement-in front of the post- 
office or of a public building near the 
postoftice. A slight railing was placed 
uround the tables of the election officers 
and before the polls were opened the 
whole body of soldiers from the bar- 
racks surrounded the polls in a long sin- 
gle tile. As the head of the file voted, 
they joined the tail end of the file and 
made an endiess ring. I said to my 
friend, Dr. Pablo Arosemena, who ‘s 
now in Washington as legal adviser of 
the legation, that the officers of the 
eiection apveared determined to ‘pre- 
serve. the purity of the ballot box’ by 
not admitting any but what they con- 
Sidered the right kind of votes. 

“When, under the wise rule of our 
government and under the rights grant- 
ed by the recent treaty, such sanitary 
measures shall be enforced at Panama 
und Colon as were made effective at 
Havana, Cuba, the isthmian cities will 
no longer be considered dangerous to the 
health of foreigners, but may become 
favorite resor:s of our citizens who de- 
sire to reech a mild climate which does 
not require the crossing of the tempest- 
uous North Atlantic, but can be reached 
in a week of sailing Over Summer seas. 


Colombia Is Bankrupt. 

“vir. Frederick Howlden was going to 
Bogota last year, and at Honda, on the 
Magdalena river, found it necessary to 
get some Colombian currency. He sold 
u draft on New York for $100 and re- 
ceived in Colombian paper currency $20,- 
000, which was at the rate of one-half 
cent in United States money for one 
dollar in Colombian paper currency. 
‘When the currency of a country de- 
preciates to such extent,” Mr. Adamson 
goes on to say, “it Is evident it is bank- 
rupt. There is no danger of war—they 
have no money to buy war vessels, ‘to 
pay their soldiers, to purchase munitions. 
Their refusal to ratify the Hay-Herran 
treaty was flagrant dishonesty, because

IS CLAIMED BY CHICAGO.

Chicago, November 27.-—-(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Serious claims are set forth 
by physicians in this city that a cure has 
at last been discovered for tuberculosis, 
the great white plague. which kills more 
people than ali the wars, all the diseases, 
accidents and other plagues combined. 
lt is asserted that three permanent cures 
have been effected here by the sole use 
of the Finsen rays, the new treatment 
that is receiving much attention in 
this country and Europe. Dr, Mary 
Jackson, of Hammond, Ind., a suburb of 
Chicago, has been conducting some high- 
ly interesting experiments for six months, 
and physicians who have followed her 
work and results admit she has achieved 
Something very noteworthy. In three 
special cases the violet rays restored 
persons who were far advanced in con- 
sumption, and it is asserted they are 
cured, or so nearly cured that they will 
always enjoy good health as nine- 
tenths of the human race. One of the 
machines used in the treatment has near- 
ly a hundred miles of wire and the light 
is so strong that the nude body can only 
be exposed to it for a few seconds, but 
the intensity of the rays destroys the 
disease germs,

But that very afternoon the 
election commissioners in going over the 
votes found errors enough in the original 
count to give the nomination to Allen by 
a majority of 10. In the meantime Allen 
had filed a petition for a recount, but 
naturally did not press {t after the an- 
nouncement of the election commissioners 
that he had, after all, been nominated 

As in his contest for the exalted office 
of councillor to the governor, in 1897, 
Allen was nominated by the blue-blooded 
republicans of ward eleven, comprising 
the Back Bay, the most exclusive resi- 
dence section of the city. The fact that 
the other republican candidate’s name 
was Sullivan is thought to have had con- 
siderable to do with many votes being 
east for Allen. Many of the voters of 
that district take no part in the ante- 
election or ante-caucus discussions of 
their party, and many did not realize that 
the Allen whose name appeared on the 
ballot was the one and original Isaac 
whose career as a member of the govern- 
or’s council was a bit lurid. To them it 
was simply a choice between two names, 
Allen and Sullivan, and they did not vote 
for a man with so unmistakably a celtic 
cognomen. 

So Mr. Allen’s little joke is on his party 
friends, and the democrats have been 
wearing broad smiles whenever they real- 
ize how the honorable Isaac won out. 

Allen’s defeat is, of course, predicted 
by republicans and democrats alike on 
election day for Boston gave & plurality 
of more than 19,000 for Colonel W. A. 
Gaston. the @emocratic nominee for gov- 
ernor at the state election, and Allen is 
running against James A. Gallivan, a 
popular democrat. But there are many 
people who recall that the conditions 
were in a way similar when Allen ran 
for the governor’s council in November, 
1896. The fourth councillor district was 
considered to be solidly democratic and 
the republican nomination an empty 
honor. But Allen took it and defeated, 
to every one’s surprise, ‘‘Honest” Jonn 
H. Sullivan, the democratic nominee for 
reelection. That he may do the Same 
thing again {!s in the minds of many 
people now both republican and démo- 
crats.

The republican managers never 
denied the storles of trying to buy Allen 
off, and Allen himself publicly verified 
them, 

Allen was born a siave in Hampton, 
Va., fifty-eight years ago. During the 
civil war he ran away from his master 
and made his way to Washington, where 
he remained for a short time. He is 
said to have served in the navy, but 
offers no proof of it. He came to Bos- 
ton thirty-two years ago and soon after 
became a ward heeler in the West End. 
Eardly had he taken his seat in the gov- 
ernor’s council] as one of fhe eight ad- 
visers and bought a dress suit to wear 
at the public functions to which the 
members are invited than his troubles be- 
gan.

Rare Book.

various parts of Europe. Naturally, 
however, the other Hentchakists were 
badly frightened by the assassinatiun of 
their Teader and they took all sorts of 
precautions fo guard their own lives. 
being especially careful never to venture 
out of doors except in groups of two or 
three. 

This is how {t came that the party of 
Hentchakists who were attacked last 
Wednesday came to number eight. They 
induced two Russian delegates to the 
congress, three London Hentchakists and 
three continental representatives. They 
had been attending a meeting at the 


headquarters in Peckham Rye all jnorn- 


ing, and when they ventured forth it 
was in search of something to eat. They 
were more or less on their guard, even 
as they walked along the crowded street, 
but probably thought themselves absv- 
lutely secure on account of their number. 

Several people seem to have noticed the 
murderer hanging about in the High 
street, while waiting for his victims. And 
the place which he eventually chose for 
attacking them was well selected. Just 
off the High street, a small alley with 
billboards on each side of {t runs back 
into a coal dealer’s vard, and here the as- 
sassin took up his stand—his hand on the 
butt of one of two revolvers which he 
had in his pockets. 


The Shooting Begins. 

Though the Hentechakist party number- 
ed eight, it got somewhat broken up in its 
progress along the street, and when pass- 
ing the fatal alley way was made up of 
three groups—the two Russian delegates 
fitst, then the three London Hentctna- 
kists, Aram Grigorian, Tigran Izmirian 
and Pouben Karapitian, and, finally, the 
three Continentals. For his own reasons, 
the waiting Alfarist allowed the two Rus- 
sians to pass in safety, but no sooner had 
the three London men, who were walk- 
ing abreast, stepped past him than he leap- 
ed out and commenced work. 

The Hentchakists now were sOme six 
paces fn front of him. Leveli{ng his re- 
volver, the murderer fired point blank 
at Grigorian, who was nearest him, and 
the man, who, by the way, had both 
hands in his pockets, pitched forward on 
the sidewalk stone dead with a bullet 
in his brain. Without losing a second 
the assassin fired tw6 shots at Karapi- 
tian, both of which, however, went wide, 
whereupon the frightened Armenian took 
to his heels. But the third man,’ Izma- 
rian, was not so fortunate. Rushing 
upon him, the murderer fired another 
chamber of his smoking revolver ane wita 
such effect that the bullet tore to the 
base of the man’s skull, leaving a hole 
into which one could run two fingers. The 
Armenian turned half round, and then 
toppled over beside his dead comrade. 

Now the assassin’s only thought was of 
escape, but it was out of the question.

At this writing the case is by no means 
cleared up and it seems unlikely that it 
will be for some time.

was also Sagouni’s murderer. He must 
have had accomplices who hid 
in the very neighborhood where the pvlice 
were seeking him. A short, dark com- 
plexioned specimen, he had a scar on his 
face which had it been noticed by those 
who saw him shoot Sagouni and Yreport- 
ed to the detectives, might have led to 
his capture. It is now declared that his 
name was Yorgie Yangie, and that he 
was an agent of the Alfarists, sent by 
them from the United States and especial- 
ly selected on account of his skill with 


the revolver. 


Queer Photos Taken. 

In this connection two rather grewsome 
photographs taken in the Londén morgue 
of the bodies of Yorgie Yangie, the 
Armenian assassin and One of his last 
victims, are of special interest not only 
on account of the worldwide attention 
that has been attracted by the recent ex- 
traordinary political crimes here, but on 
account of a rather unusual experiment 
which the police have just undertaken 
with the object of completely identifying 
the assassin. It may be remembered that 
Yangie, who, of course, came to this 
country from the United States, is sup- 
posedly the man who assassinated the

HOW OXEN ARE SHOD.

| Description of a Custom Common in 


Mountain Districts, 
(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

In Texas there are oxen used to some 
extent. but as the roads of Texas are 
comparatively soft there is no necessity 
of having them shod. Possibly some 
Texan owners would ridicule the idea of 
shod oxen, yet there is a sale for shoes, 
or “plates,’’ as they are called, which is 
no inconsiderable item in the annual sales 
of hardware houses having dealings with 
the mountain people. Mountain roads are 
usually creek beds, selected for the reason 
that they are nearer level than the sur- 
rounding abutting or overhanging coun- 
trv. Hence, to be available for use, 
mountain oxen must’ be shod. The process 
is at once interesting, instructive and 
dangerous. First, the oxen ist roped about 
either his fore or hind legs, then the re- 
maining pair of legs are roped and the 
loose end of the rope pulled through the 
opposite loop. The act pulls the feet of 
the ox in a bunch, and he falls to the 
ground a bellowing. squirming, thrashing 
mountain of exceedingly lively beef, 

When he has subsided to some extent 
the ‘“‘shoers’’ proceed to drive a couple of 
stakes notched at the top at either end of 
the prostrate animal. Previously they 
have selected as the proper spot to throw 
him a convenient stump with exposed 
hese roots is thrust 


a rail or pole, and a couple of mountain 
men sit on the pole, resting it across the 
neck of the animal. Others elevate the 
loops binding his hoofs to the notches as 
the stakes, and with feet in the air—the 
brute is shod, very imuch as a horse 
might be. One of the plates is fitted and 
nailed on either side of the clovén hoof, 
and the process of shaping the plate is 
omitted. Occasionally the ox will thrash 
about and yank a stake out, cracking 4& 
mountain skull with it. Sometimes he 
will rise In his anger and deposit his 
weight upon one who seeks to shoe him: 
sometimes he will dig a hole in the moun- 
tain side with his horn, but at last 
science overcomes brute strength and the 
shoeing is complete. When the ox is 
permitted to rise he is to all apnearances 
and to al) effects as drunk as if he had 
been persuaded to imbibe a gallon of 
moonshine whisky. He is a shamed and

Officers Seek Sommands. 

These arguments In favor of a southern 
department have been strengthened by 
the pressure which is being brought to 
bear by some high officers of the army 
who seek department commands. There 
are now on the active Hst more major 
than can be given desirable 
commands either in the Philippines or 
over the departments as they are now 
constituted. These mén prefer active 
service to duty about the war depart- 
ment, and they, or rather their friends, 
are found suggesting that several 
changes be made by which the number of 
departments wil] be increased. 

It is in this shape that the problem 1s 
now being considered by the general 
staff. As was shown by the object lesson 
map recently published in The Consti- 
tution, several other departments are 
almost as unwieldy as the department of 
the east, and the wisdom of a rearrange- 
ment would seem to be manifest. 

The probability is that such a re- 
arrangement wili come in the near fu- 
ture; but whether it does or not, the es- 
tablishment of a southern department 
with headquarters at Atlanta seems now 
to be but a question of a comparatively 
short time. 


RACING INCREASES. 


In Many Respects Season Now Clos- 
ing Is the Banner One. 


(From Collier’s Weekly.) 

The rare wealth of speed and courage 
shown by the premier thoroughbreds en- 
gaged, the brilliant quality of their series 
of struggles and the increasing tide of 
public interest make the racing season 
now closing the most notable in Ameri- 
ean turf annals. Last year the sporting 
patronage paid $3,401.717 to see racing 
in the state of New York alone, and for 
1903 this impressive “economic waste” 
will be increased by at least 20 per cent, 
while nearly $2,000,000 in purses have 
been competed for on New York tracks 
since June. An average of a half mil- 
lion dollars a day has flooded into the 
betting rings and pool rooms in this time. 

This year has been remarkable also in 
the growth of active interest among not 
only a reputable but a prominent part of 
the “‘solid’’ community, which follows the 
example of such men as William C. Whit- 
ney, August Belmont and James  R. 
Keene. Mr. Whitney, who chase this 
path of recreation when he retired from 
active business, has again failed to cap- 
ture one important event, although he 
has spent millions to maintain the most 
extensive racing plant In the world. 

The turf champions of 1993 challenge 
the supremacy of all previous perform- 
ers. Waterboy is justly acclaimed the 
greatest horse of the year, with such 
victories as the Saratoga and Brighton 
handicaps, and a new world’s record for 
a mile and a quarter. The most con- 
spicuous disappointment among racing 
patrous was that he failed to meet Mc- 
Chesney, the pride of the west, which 
produced another great horse jin Dick 
Wells, maker of a new record for the

Atianta is the freight clearing house 
o* the southern states. 

From every point of the compass the 
long trains laden with the products of 


the factory and the field wind their way 


‘into the capital of Georgia, and from this 


city they depart filled with the products 
of countless industrial plants. 

That At.anta is the railroad center of 
the south has long been admitted, but 
few know of the real extent of this su- 
premacy in matters of transportation, 
figures herewith presented will 
revelation to many who have 
Spent their lives here and who deem 
themselves well posted on all that is 
transpiring In this thriving city. 

In addition to the immense freight ton- 
nage that comes into and goes out of 
Atianta, the passenger business done to 
and from here is another startling fea- 
ture in the railroad world. 

Numbering 2,500,000. 

Passengers numbering 2,500,000 are an- 
Nualy transported by the roads center- 
here, and hundreds of millions of 
of freight are carried by the 
same lines through this gateway. The 
daily average of tons of freight hauled to 
and from here is amazing, and if any- 
thing, the number of passengers is still 
more so. 

With a view to presenting the facts to 
the pudlic, the following details were se- 
cured from those roads having their 
headquarters in Atlanta. This gives only 
a littie more than haif the total] amount 
of business that is done in this city, but 
ic is impossible to obtain the exact fig- 
ures from those roads that have their 
offices in Other cities. Their business 
can be estimated from that of those who 
have given out statements for this pur- 
pose. None of these figures, except the 
Central's are estimates made by any one 
other than a railroad man connected with 
the road named, and those of the Central 
are close to the mark. The Nashville, 
Chattanvoga and St, Louis, the Atlantic 
Coast Line and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville have tneir main offices in othe: 
cities, and data that is reliable cannot 
be obtained concerning thelr tonnage to 
and through this point. It is altogether 
probable, nowever, that it is in propor- 
tion to that of those roads whose fig- 
ures are given, considering the length of 
the lines, the cities through which they 
pass and the territory from which they 
draw their business. 

200 Trains a Day. 

Two hundred and ten trains enter and 
depart from Atlanta every day in the 
year except Sunday, when the freights 
are compelled by lw to remain station- 
ary unless in special cases. 

This includes both passenger and 
freight trains, but does not count the 
special trains that are run almost dally 
by many of the roads that center here, 
nor does it count the trains that are 
run in two sections at frequent inter- 
vals, 

This means an average of 3,000 freight 
ears daily from 450 passenger coaches 
moving in and out of Atlanta. 

It means 90 passenger trains daily and 
120 freights. 

It means 200,000 passengers monthly 
and hundreds of millions of pounds of 
freight stuffs. 

It is impossible to estimate the latter 
with accuracy, because of the fact that 
freight trains vary both in capacity and 
number and because no statistics are at 
hand as to the roads which do not have 
their chief offices here. 

Here are a few figures obtained from 
jocal roads that will go to sustain the 
statement made above: 

The Southm railway brings into At- 
lanta each day from 30 to 40 freight 
trains and sends the same number out.

Each of these trains is composed of frém 
25 to 30 cars, and each car qnh;,ains 
about 20 tons of freight brougi:t froin 
ali parts of the country. . The freight 
brought into Atlanta by the Southern 
consists of heavy materials, such as coal, 
cotton and the like, and this makes At- 
lanta’s imports exceed its exports by 
neariy two to one in weight. As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, it is stated by the 


‘reads that while this is an apparent pre- 


ponderance in favor of the imports, it is 
not really any disadvantage, as Atlanta 
sends out in return manufactured prod- 
cts, which, while lighter, are far more 
valable, and that when the financial bal- 
ance is struck it is found that the trade 
from the city is much greater than the 
trade to the city. Eight hundred and 
seventy-five freight cars are handled 
daily here by the Southern, and it is no 
unusuai occurrence for that road to han- 
die as many as 1,000 per day in the lo- 
cal yards. This means for strictly local 
business, and has no reference to the 
through business which amounts to an 
enormous total during the month. 
Yards are Full of Engines. 

For every train handled there is, of 
course, one engine; but that does not 
tell the whole story. The yards are full 
of engines, and many of these trains 


which are counted as one are really run’ 


in from two to four sections and require 
sometimes two engines /to a _ section, 
owing to the weight of the substance that 
is being carried across the steep grades 
found frequentiy on all roads in the 
scuth. 

To give the figures of the incoming and 
outgoing traffic handled by the Southern 
more accurately, it is said that the in- 
coming freight each month amounts to 
from 135,000,000 to 200,000,000, and the 
outgoing from 60,000,000 to 100,000,000 
pounds. 

This troffic in both directions is iIn- 
creasing at a rapid pace and its devel- 
opment within the past few years has 
been phenomenal. 
have to increase their freight and pas- 
senger equipment in order to be able to 
handle the growing business that comes 
to them. 
comparatively few freight cars, there are 
now thousands and the roads are calling 
steadily for more—calling so rapidly that 


that shops of the country are unable to | 


comply with the demand, and the roads 
are being compelled to build their own 
shops to make their cats. 

One hundred people is an erage load 
for a’ passenger train, but time after tim: 
the roads that lead to and from Atfanta 
are forced to fill their coaches to over- 
flowing and they have hun them with 
hundreds of people clinging to the steps 
and standing on the platforms. 
senger business keeps pace in growth and 
development with the freight, and both 
are pushing the roads to handle them. 

The Georgia road and the Atlanta and 
West Point road operate in close 
junction, using the same freight depvut 
and yards. It is stated by one who 
knows that these two lines handle in their 
Atlanta yards about 27,000 cars, count- 
ing both loaded and empty ones, during 
a period of thirty days Nearly 1,009 
ears daily are shifted about the yards 
and loaded and unloaded. The Georgia 
operates ten trains each way every day, 
and the West Point about six each way. 
This means something like 750 cars, and 
each carrying an average load of 20 tons 
of freight. The Georgia runs special 
trains to carry steamer freight, connect- 
ing with the Clyde line of ships at 
Charleston and the Atlantic Coast Line 
for Norfolk and the steamship lines that 
enter that port. These trains are run 
solid to that point and carry an im.- 
mense amount of freight from this sec- 
ttion intended for the northeastern an] 
foreign markets. 

Shipments from the Gulf. 

The West Point brings into Atlanta 
heavy shipments of freight from the gulf 
ports, consisting of many kinds of trop- 
ical stuff, and its business is increasing 
with rapidity. When the canal is buili, 
it is said that the roads that lead to the 
gulf and have terminals in the various 
ports in that region will have to increase 
gteatly their freight carrying capacity 
in order to handle the increased business 
that will surely come to them, This is 


the opinion of all railroad men in. this | 


section. 
The Seaboard Air Line railway operates 


these trains hauls about 8,000 tons of 
freight. This road is said to handle the 
longest freight trains that enter the city. 
as a rule. Many of their freights con- 
sist of forty cars and extras are run 
at frequent intervals. It is estimated 
that the average load of each car is 20 
tons. 

The Centra] probably doés the second 
heaviest freight and passenger business 
of any Toad that enters this city. 
exact number of its freight trains could 
not be ascertained for lack of time to 
communicate with the proper officers. 
but the number would not fall below 20

that. Its passenger business is quite 
heavy, as it reaches a populous part of 
the state and also touches Alabama and 
Florida, 

Taken altogether, from wha t has been 

gathered and presented to the pwblic 
herewith, it is apparent that Atlanta far 
Outclasses any other southern city, with 
the exception of New Orleans, and the 
superiority of the latter in the matter of 
freight tonnage is said to be dut to its 
water communication. 
The Southern operates 38 passenger 
trains into and out of Atlanta daily; the 
Western and Atlantic runs 10; the At- 
lanta and West Point runs 10; the Cen- 
tral of Georgia runs 14; the Georgia runs 
12, and the Seaboard Air Line runs 6. - 

Many of these lines operate sleepers on 
all their regular trains, and it is posai- 
ble to reach almost any point in the 
southern, western or northern states from 
Atlanta without a change of cars and 
without leaving the Pullman sleeper in 
which the passenger started his journey. 

Every line that enters Atlanta is stead- 
ily improving its service, and reaching 
out after new business. Railroad men 
expect that within five years what is now 
considered a tremendous business will be 
looked upon as only a small beginning, 
so rapid has been the increase up to date 
and so promising is the future.

Other members 
of the committee in the last congress 
who will in all probabi.ity be on the 
committee of this congress are Mr. 
Bartholdt, of Missouri; Mr. Burleigh, of 
Maine; iMr.. Howell, af New Jersey: Mr. 
| Conner, of lowa; Mr.: Martin, of South 
Dakota; Mr. Minor, of Wisconsin; Mr. 
sankhead, of Alavama; Mr,., Little, of 
Arkansas; Mr. Brantley, of Geotgia; Mr. 
Thomas, of North Carolina; Mr. Miers, 
of Indiana, and Mr; Sheppard of ‘Texas. 
This leaves but two vacancies on the 
committee, both in the republican mem- 
bership. 


No Politics: in It. 

This, it might be well to say rigit here, 
is a committee in which politics cuts 
little or no figure. Whe nan emnibus 
bill is made up, it is constructed with the 
idea of taking in. the most meritorious 
projects with due regard to as fair geo- 
graphical distribution as is possible. The 
democratic members are, practically, as 
influential’ in making up such a Dill as 
are the republican members. 

It is fortunate for Atlanta and for 
Georga that Mr. Brantley is to remain 
a member of this committea It was 
for a time feared that he might have 
to give up his membership on this com- 
mittee if he secured the place on the 
judiciary committee to which he as- 
pired, but he gets both—a handsome com- 
pliment to him, and, as I have said, a 
fortunate thing for Atlanta, because of 
the active friendliness he has always 
shown for the Atianta project. 

Clay on Senate Committee. 

There is also much cause for rejoicing 


in the fact that Senator Clay is on the 
public buildings committee of the -sen- 
ate. Heretofore Georgia has been without 
representation on that committee; and 
while we have had no reason to complain 
of past treatment, there can be no doubt 
of Georgia getting her full share with 
Senator Clay holding a place of vantage 
upon the body which has most to do 
with the final shaping of the bill. For it 
is taken for granted that the public 
building legislation of thig congress, as 
of the last, wil] be in the form of an 
omnibus bill embracing those individual 
bills which in the opinion of the two 
committees have most merit, 

Senator Clay introduced a bill for an 
Atlanta building in the last congress, 
and now, as then, he is deeply interested 
in the project. He and Mr. Brantiey and 


Colone] Livingston wil] work together. in 
perfect harmony to secure for Atlunta @ 
building commensurate with her needs. 


Departments Cry for More Room.

About Oysters. 


(From Good Housekeeping.) 
A® a matter of interest there js put che 


species of oyster, ostrea virginica, along | 


the eastern coast of North America. The 
western coast has at least five species, 
but only two of these are of importance, 
and these do not compare with the east- 
ern shellfish. Thus it is apparent that a 
blue point, a Providence river and a 
Chesapeake bay oyster are one and the 
same thing, so far as species is concern- 
€d. The difference is merely 
of environment, a difference in food sup- 
ply and conditions in growth. 

The noted blue point comes from the 
Long island shore, from what was once a 
natural bed. It gets its name from the 
littie town of Blue Point. off which the 
beds were discovered. ‘ihese oysters were 
of handsome shave and extra appearance 
and at once commanded fancy prices. It 
Was only a matter of time wnen these 
and neighboring beds would be worked 
Out, and then it was found necessary to 
resort to ‘‘seeding’’ or ‘‘planting’’—that is, 
covering the beds with young oysters 
from other localities. 

The oyster is rich jin phosphates, but 
ig almost entirely lacking in fat-making, 
muscle-bullding material and those ele- 
ments which go to make up physical force 
and vitality. While it is wholesome and 
easily assimilated, the actual food value 
of the oyster is not sufficient to rank it 
with our great food fishes—the cod had- 
dock, mackerel, ete.

The town owns a mag- 
nificent water works system, furnishing 
the town with an abundaffce of pure 
water, which hag materially helped the 
health record, and reduces considerably 
the insurance rate. The system cost 
abopt $13,000, and the town is only bond- 
ed for $10,000 for that purpose, An 
efficient volunteer fire department, under 
W. L. Mardre, chief, has done good 
work. 

The Bank of Stewart County is located. 
here and is one of the safest, most 
prosperous banking institutions in the 
staie. it has a capital of $50,000, a 
good surplus and pays 10 per cent divi- 
dend annua@ily. Its officers are A. H. 
Simpson, president; J. IT. Patterson, vice 
president; W. L. Mardre, cashier, and 
Miss Saliie Ard, assistant cashier. it 
owns a handsome two-story brick builjd- 
ing. 

The business portion of the town is 
built around the square on which rests 
the court house. The south side is a solid 
row of brick stores and the north side 
is nearly ail brick, while the east and 
west.sides are of wood. ‘Ihe business 
houses are divided into three exclusive 
dry goods, seven groceries, three milli- 
nery, two drug stores, nine genera: mer- 
chandise, two furniture, two livery sta- 
oles and the largest buggy and wagon 
depository in this section. The businesg 
men are strong and conservative and a 
failure is rarely heard of here. The 
town suffered the loss of two ware houses 
by fire during this fall, leaving on/y one 
doing business here. That fact has re- 
duced the cotton receipts some, but they 
will receive about 6,000 bales during the 
season. They have two gin systems in 
the town, the square and round lap. There 
are two white churches—Methodist and 
Baptist. The Baptists have a new church 
and pastor’s home, and the Methodists 
are contemplating building a handsome 
brick church soon. 

There has been considerable building 
done this year, a good dea! of remodeling 
and painting, and more will be accom- 
plished next year. The town authorities 
are now contemplating a system of elec- 
tric lights for next year, an oil mil] is 
almost assured and the extension of the 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama railroad 
from Cuthbert through here to Colum- 
pus wi.l soon be accomplished.

The receipts, 
now nearly 18,000 bales, will pass the 
20,000 mark before the close of the sea- 
son, 

Farmers of four counties market their 
cotton and buy their goods in Pawson, 
and a retail -usiness of $1,250,000 is done 
by the merchants of the city. There are, 
besides, severa} wholesale and jobbing 
houges that do business amounting ‘0 
three-quarters of a million dollars an- 
nually. 

A half-dozen or more industrial plants 
in the city, one of the most extensive of 
which was installed only a few months 
ago, are all successfully operated and

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ship their products in al} directions, One 
of them received and filled an order from 
a Cuban firm recently. 

The sound of the saw and the ham- 
mer, which always tells a story of 
progress and improvement, is heard every 
day and more building has perhaps been 
done than ever before in a year’s time. 
Nor is it confined to Dawson. In every 
village and hamlet in the country and 
on almost every farm the carpenter 
and the brick mason have been busy. In 
the former brick store houses and hand- 
some residences are taking the place of 
less pretentious structures, and on the 
farms the small, uninviting dwelling is 
fast giving way to the pretty, modern 
home with many of the conveniences of 
the present time. 

Another matter in which tnere has 
been marked advancement, both in Daw- 
son and throughout the county, !s educa- 
tion.

_HABITANTS. 


Pelliam, Ga., November 28.—(Special.j— 
Nestled in the pines of south Georgia is 
one of the most attractive small towns of 
the state. With a population of 2,000 Pel- 
ham enjoys the distinction of being prac- 
tloally the product of one man’s brain. 

Hen. J. L. Hand was {ts founder. When 
he located here there was only a wilder- 


7 nese of Hie has always been Pel- 


ham’s guiding star and under his capable 
steering the town has grown and prod- 
pered with a continually low tax rete 
and with never a dollar of indebtedness. 

The whir of machinery is a familiar 
sovhd to the inhabitants of this thrifty 
little ‘city and a bris\ trade over a wide 
circle of territory is her boast, 

Pelham is sifuated on the Atlantic Coast 
Line railway, 38 miles south of Albany 
and 24 mileg north of Thomasville, It is 
367 feet above the sea level and is backed 
by a good farming section. 

The principal products of the farms are 

corn and cotton, but a great variety of 
other minor crops is being grown. A very 
noticeable and gratifying change in the 
farming operations in the territory con- 
tiguous to Pelham is the Interest that is 
being taken in the culture of cane and the 
manufacture of sirup. 
It is estimated that in thig immediate 
section ten times as much cane was 
grown in 1903 ag in 1902, and that there 
will be a correspohding incfgase another 
year is evident from the amount of cane 
that is now being saved for planting pur- 
poses. 

The census of 1900 gave Pelham a popu- 
lation of 1,000, but the erection of a 
$100,000 cotton mill with other industries 
and improvements has resulted in doub- 
ling the population since that time. 

A number of dwellings have been built 
here during this year and there is now 
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Mayor Pelham, Ga. 
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in course of erection seven dwellings that 
will cost from $1,000 to $2,500 each. 

Some of the tmprovements made during 
the summer of 1903 otner than resi- 
dence building was a $2,000 addition to 
one of the ginning plants; the addition of 
a $11,000 dye house and cloth ware room 
at the cotton mill; the erection of four 
commd0dious brick stores at a cost of 
$6,000; the establishment of a bakery; 
the building of two large public ware 
houses at a cost of something like $6,000 
each; some valuable additions and im- 
provements to the oil mill; the boring of 
an artesian well, besides various Other 
additions and minor improvements. 

There is a coffin factory at Pelham, but 
the inhabitants say that it is not wel] 
patronized except by people from a dis- 
tance, 

Additional railroad connections are ex- 
pected to be completed before the year 
closes. The Flint River and Northeast- 
ern railroad has been chartered and the 
line is nearly completed from Pelham to 
Doerun, a distance of 30 miles. In build- 
Ing this road there is utilized the track 
of the Higgston Lumber Company, 1 
lerge lumber concern located just on the 
ecrporate limits of Pelham. 

Pelham has a bank, & newspaper, a 
good school, three churches, and main- 
tains a Lyceum coprse. 

It ts a pretty town laid off at right an- 
ges, and long lanes of beautiful water 
oaks line many of the stfreets. Its in- 
habitants are thrifty and progressive and 
‘at the same time have the southerner'’s 
characteristic of extending a cordial wel- 
come to all strangers.

Prior to the 
building of the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
way, this town had a run down, unkempt 
appearance, For the last ten years she 
has grown steadily in population and 
genera) appearance: Instead of the, old, 
dilapidated wooden store buildings, there 
are now handsome brick buildings, The 
new court house is a model building, and 
was built at a cost of $22,000 without 
having to issue bonds. It is a better 
court house than many counties have 
which cost them considerable more 
money. The court house square is an 
attractive spot with its stately trees and 
bluegrass lawn. 

Lawrenceville is one of the highest 
points on the Seaboard Air Line rallway, 
and on its highest point stands the new 
public school building, which can be seen 
for miles around. We have a fine public 
school, under the able management of 
Professor C. R. Ware, one of the best 
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M. 8. CORNETT, 
Mayor of Lawrenceville, Ga. 
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educators in the state. This school is 
maintained by direct taxation. 


The town has probably !mproved more 
this year than at any other period of its 
historv, which is largely due to the en- 
terprise of the present mayor and coun- 
cil. M. S. Cornett is mayor, and T. IL, 
Evans, J. M. Jacobs. J. D. Rutledge, R. 
N. Robinson are the councilmen. To 
their administration {is due the new elec- 
tric Nght plant, which lights up the 
houses throughout the town, as well as 
the streets. Water works is being agi- 
and may be started 
next year. There has also been put in 
recently a local telephone system, which 
connects with the Southern Bell. It also 
connects with the Logansville and Con- 
yers private line. ep 

Among the industrial improvements of 
the town is a large oil mill, which wil 
probably be completed by January I, 
1904. 

The new collar factory experts to begin 
business by December 1!, 1903. The cot- 
ton mill has been running night and 
day until the recent rise in cotton.

The Lawrencevilie 
and Loganviile railroad. a branch of the 
Seaboard Air Line railway, opens up a 
fine country and is doing a fine business, 
Land along this road that formerly sold 
for $8 and $10 an acre can't be bought 
for less than $20 to $25 per acre. In 
fact, the land throughout the county has 
doubled in value in the last few years. 

The farmers were badly disappointed 
in their crops this year. Many farmers 
got only a half crop, and the early frosts 
cut off hundreds of bales. One farmer 
near town lost twenty bales by the early 
frost. He got a late start on account 
of the excessive rains in the spring and 
the early frost caught him with about 
twenty bales unopen in the fields. The 
corn crop, however, is fine, and there wil] 
be plenty of hog and hominy.

WAYCROSS, GA., IS KNOWN 
AS THE “RAILROAD CITY” 
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AYCROSS, GA., November 28.— 
W cesreciat) at no period has Way- 

cross, the “Railroad City,” en- 
joyed such great prosperity at 
the present time. The year just 
passing has seen the establishment of 
many new enterprises, several of which 
would be quite noticeable in the large 
cities. Every line of busines here has 
felt the increased prosperity for several 
months past, and every few weeks, when 
some new industry is first talked of and 
then successfully established, Waycross 
people fee] more certain that the ‘good 
times’ are to continue. When the cen- 
sus was taken in 1900 Waycross was ac- 
corded a population of 5,919; in the early 
part of the present year the school cen- 
sus gave this city a population of slightly 
more then 8,000; since that time con- 
servative estimates place the increase in- 
habitation at not less than 1,000.

At a session of congress in the early

periment station in Waycross, this city 
being conceded the actual center of the 
sugar cane growing belt. The experi- 
menta] station has only recently been 
completed, and for several days past has 
been in operation. The plgnt consists of 
a three-story building in which !s located 
the Jargest improved sirup evaporators 
and boilers. 
covers the massive machinery for grind- 
ing of sugar cane, the juice of which is 
carried by force pumps into the main 
building, where it is distributed into the 
evaporators. The fuel for the 40-horse 
power engine and boiler is the sugar cane 
pulp, which is pressed so clean of juice 
that it burns without difficulty. At pres- 
ent the plant is in charge of the Way- 
cross Cane Growers’ Association, who are 
making into sirup their 60-acre fleld of 
cane. Many car loads of sugar cane 
have also been shipped to the experiment 
station from neighboring towns. Later 
in the season the United States govern- 
ment wil] take charge of the plant and 
will conduct their experiments from a 
four-acre field of sugar cane which was 
planted for its use, 

Waycross has four cigar factories, in 
which 160 cigar m@kers are employed in 
the manufacture of cigars, and there Is 
a steady increase in the demand for cigars 
produced here. 

The combined monthly pay roll of the 
Atlantic Coast Line and the Atlantic and 
Birmingham railroads in Waycross. is 
over $50,000 per month. The cash re 
ceipts on freight consigned to Waycross 
merchants and factories for the past four 
months has been more than double that 
of any four months of any former year. 

Sixty freight and passenger trains ar- 
rive and depart from Waycross every 
twenty-four hours, and when the winter 
tourist travel te Florida begins the num- 
ber is even greater. 

Early next year the Baptist college is 
to be established here. The college build- 
ings are to be erected within a half mile 
of th county court house on ‘“Cherokce 
Heights,” at a cost of $25,000. It is ex- 
pected that the work on the college will 
commence early in January, as nearly all 


the funds required have been subscribed.

American horsemen can justly feel 
proud of tho marvelous feat of the little 
mare, for the trotting horse is a purely 
American production, and it Is really little 
wonder that the owner of Lou Dillon, C. 
K. G. Billings, the western milllonaire, 
thinks that the $1,000,000 it cost him to 
make his mare the queén of the trotting 
track, was little enough to be paid for 
the realization of the dream of a- few 
horsemen for the past fifty years. 

Major Delmar, the sturdy stallion of 
E. E. Smathers, has met his Waterloo, 
and the glorious reign of Cresceus, with 
his record of 1:59 3-4, has been brief. The 
cheers that rang out 
short time ago have died away and his 
laurels have withered before the triumph- 
ant shouts and the green leaves that mark 
the fresh victories of Lou Dillon. 

The trotting horse {s an animal so pure- 
ly American that no other country in the 
world has ever witnessed on any of its 
race courses the exploits of a trotter, at 
least worthy the name, a fact which true 
sportsmen abroad are beginning to de- 
plore, since they have read of the work 
on the American turf of Lou Dillon, Ma- 
jor Delmar, Cresceus and other horses 
epproaching their class, 

Even in this country the graceful trot- 
ter has had ta fight bard to make himself 
—or herseif+even a ‘réetogttiged factor in 
sporting records with the vast majority 
of race frequenters, the running horse bé- 
irig an easy favorite, but now that na- 
tional pride has finally been aroused in 
the trotter, another season m@éy mark a 
marvelous change in the feelings of the 
followers of the turf in this direction, 

Turfmen may be able to trace back the 
history of the trotter to a century ago, 
but previous to about 1845, it was of so 
small importance that it would sink into 
obscurity beside that of the runners and 
pacers. Until that time a trotter was 
looked upon as a beast so inferior to a 
runner or pacer as to be thought hardly 
worthy of training. Why this wag the 
caSe sportsmen are at a loss to say. 

It certainly is a faet to be marveled at 
that the graceful, easy g0ing and rapid 
trotter should for so many years have 
been put in the background for the pacer, 
whose movements are jerky and lack the 
ease of motion which makes the trotter 
such a beauty on or off the turf. 

The final winning out of the trotter fs, 
{n part at least, due to the establishment 
of the speedways in some of the large 
cities in the United States, long smooth 
avenues so dear to the horseman’s heart, 
where the mettle of a beast can be tried 
and shown to the best advantage, with- 
out the Interference for “‘fast driving’ of 
over-zealous policemen.

It is on these speedways that the trot- 
ter appears at his best, and it is in this 
happy hunting ground of the sportsman 
that the king of the turf, the recora- 
making and breaking trotter, first re- 
ceived his full recognition, 

Although the trotting horse has been 
krown for over a century, it was a trainer 
living west of the great Mississippi who 
first realized the full possibilities of the 
animal and bred and trained these horses 
with the object of developing them for 
the track. 

He was surprisingly successful, after 
a time, and the trotter once introduced, 
eradually won his way to the top wave 
of popularity, not 6o much on the track, 
however, as among a certain class of 
sportsmen, particularly gentlemen driv- 
ers; men of wealth who love to drive 
their own horses and to get the best 
epeed possible out of thelr animals by 
ekillful scientific handling of reins and 
careful training. 

It was for the benefit of this class of 
horsemen, many of whom refused under 
any circumstances to drive or allow to be

30b White, the marvel of 
Maud §S., the phenomenon of 1870, both 
brilliant stars of their times, could not 
hold a candle to the beloved Lou Dillon, 
the 1:58%4 queen of the turf. 

Even Major Delmar. the wonderful 
2:00 bay gelding of E. E. Smathers, who 
shared Lou Dillon's laurels not very long 
ago, appears to be out of it altogether 
Américan sportsmen consider it exceed- 
ingly doubtful that the mare’s record will 
ever be broken unless she breaks it her- 
self. 

When George Ketcham’s stallion, Cres- 
ceus, carried off the laurels won by Lou 
Dillon in her mile-in-two-minute trot, by 
breaking the record in 1!:59%4, the devo- 
tees of the track shook thefr heads and 
deciared that the limit had heen reached, 
But they had been' mistaken before, when 
Lou Dillon won her glorious victory in 
her two-minute trot, and it remained for 
that same little mare to show them that 
they could be mistaken again. 

It {sg owing entirely to her owner’s fore- 
sight that the daughter of. the famous 
Sidney Dillon holds her place as queen 
of the trotting course. 

His management of Y.u 
her purchase for $12,500 last spring was 
characteristic of Mr. Billings. The mare 
was then engaged in stakes worth $85,- 
000 to be trotted for this season, and as 
she had shown her abffity to trot in 2:06 
or better, these races seemed to be at her 
mercy. 

He immediately canceled all her engzagze-

ful spted for an attempt to lower the 
world’s record. Had the mare fallen into 
other hands it {s more than probable she 
would have been trained to race and 
would not have beaten the record. 

When invited to send Lou Dillon to 
Brighton Beach during the past summer 
for an attempt to beat the record of Cres- 
ceus, Mr. Billings consented, but like a 
true trotting horse owner, declined the 
offer of $2,500 which was held out by the 
management as an inducement. 

At his own expense he shipped the mare 
and her retinue from Cleveland to Brigh- 
ton. thence to Boston, where she set the 
record at 2:00 . Although the owners of 
the track where she performed profited 
handsomely by her appearance, her owner 
refused any compensation other than a 
piece of plate to commemorate the occa-

CARROLLTON RANKS HIGH 
AS GREAT COTTON MARKE?t 
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Carrollton, Ga., November 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Carrollton is the county seat of 
Carroll county—a county which ranks 
third in cotton growing in the state and 
of very high proportions in the ratio 
between white and colored citizens, whites 
greatly predominating. 

Carrollton was founded a little 
than seventy years ago. This name came 
from Charles Catroll, of Carro!liton. one 
of the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. It now contains about 3.- 
200 people, an increase of something near 
1,000 of these having been added in the 
last four years. From the foundation of 
this city until about four years ago it 
was supported almost exclusively by 
farming interests, For several decades 
it has been one of the biggest cotton 
markets in- western Georgia and is 
thronged in the season by the crop from 
immediately ,adjacent farms and long 
caravans of Cotton wagons from a dis- 
tance of 25 to 30 miles to the west and 
south coming from Cleburne and Ran- 
| dolph counties in Alabama and 
county this state.

She is looked on by expérienced hunt- 
era and trappers as the best markswom- 
an that has ever brought low a creat- 
ure of the western wilds, and not the 
oldest trapper or hunter can school her in 
any part of the lore of this existing 
and dangerous sport. 

For years Mrs. Wallihan has tracked 
mountain lions, antelopes and bears to 
their fastnesses, and has stood without 
shrinking—probable without giving them 
a thought—the privations and perils that 
often attend a hunter’s life while on the 
trafl. 

She is an unerring marksman, as both 
her trophies and her pictures show, and 
her beautiful pictures tell the many 
thrilling stories of her hunting life better 
than words. 

Mrs. Wallihan can very well remember 
the time when she could shoot with neifth- 
er gun nor camera—when one was as deep 
a mystery as the other, but her skill 
with firearms had becOme well Known 
long before she tried to shoot a picture.

Rab- 
bits were her most formidable quarry 
then, and even they proved eluSive for 
a time, until she could handle her gun 
With some degree of mastery. 

That accomplished, she turned her at- 
tention on game worthier of her skill, 
and her first target on the wing, a wild 
goose, was brought Gown from a distance 
of 40 yards and a height of? 50 yards in 
the air It was merely a beginning of the 
wonderfully quick and sure aim that won 
her an enviable reputation among the 
veteran hunters and trappers throughout 
the hunting fields of the country both east 
and west of the Mississippi. 

Small wonder that she began to fee] a 
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place, and the money that they spend 
is in proportion. The greatest danger 
to any place under these circumstances !s 
that it is liable to regard life as being 
too easy and to grow inactive. 

That Thomasville has recovered from 
any sleepiness that may have troubled her 
in the past is proved by a number of 
facts, not the least of which is that its 
postoffice receipts for the past twelve 
months have increased at a remarkable 
rate, and that from the last postal report 
Thomasville was shown to have decided- 
ly heavier postal receipts than any city 
of its size in the state.

She is intensely patriotic, even though

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“Americans are not particularly demon-

Never before had the American bride 
of an English peer—nor an English 
bride, probably—achieved such instant 
and enduring popularity in England as 
this young duchess. 

Even Queen Alexandra made an inti- 
mate friend of her, and on their great 
ducal estate of Blenheim she is better 
liked by their peasant tenants than the 
more haughty and overbearing duke 
himself, 

Duchess Consuelo is credited with al- 
most boundless poliffcal ambitions for 
her husband, which, by her social tact 
and grace, she is well fitted to further. 

Her beautiful stepmother in law, the 
present Lady Beresford, though she dis- 
cardeq the ducal crown of the house of 
Marlborough when she married Sir Wil- 
liam Beresford, is still generally Known 
as Lily, duchess of Marlborough. 


Consuelo, the present duchess, Is no 
lovelier than this compatriot of hers, 
who came from her own city of New 


York. 

Lady Beresford was Mrs. Louis Ham- 
mersley, charming young widow of a 
wealthy New Yorker, and a shining light 
in the ‘'400,”" with an immense fortune 
of her own when she mét the eighth 
duke of Marlborough. 

Gefore her first marriage she had been 
Miss Lily Warren Price, one of the most 
beautiful, popular and courted young 
women in New York society. 

When met the duke of Marlbor- 
ough, while still wearing her widow's 
weeds, she was more @harn€gg than 
ever, and the Englishman promptly fell 
head over heels in love with her. 

It was some time before he could get 
her-to acknowledge fhe same feeling for 
him, but he persevered and won in the 
end, 

With her American beauty and Amer- 
ican gold she went over with her noble 
husband, and, installed as mistress of 
the magaificent ducal estates, with the 
first part of her dower she immediately 
established her success as hostess at 
the beautiful palace of Blenheim, and 
with the other restored its former glory, 
which haq considerably faded from lack 
of material with which to gild it.

The city’s 
population has doubled every census for 
the last thirty vears, and it has doubled 
since the last census.

Major Hanson’s Policy. 

A fine example of the modern policy 
of conducting cotton mille in the south 
is found in the Bibb mill on North High- 
lands, in this city. This mill is owned by 
the Bibb Manufacturing Company, of 
Macon, of which Major J. F. Hanson is 
president. From the very first this com- 
pany adopted a broad and liberal policy 
in the treatment of its help, believing 
that it would pay. In the first place, 
thoroughly good and comfortable houses 
were constructed for the operatives, the 
residences being of a character that will 
compare favorably with those of the 
average residence sectiong in Columbus. 
The company generates its own eléctzvic- 
ity and two electric drop lights are pro- 
vided for each room in every cottage in 
the mill village. An up-to-date water 
works system was built, the company 
first purifying the water in a modern 
filtering plant and then delivering it to 
each cottage by means of pipes. Thus 
to begin with, the operatives are fur- 
nished with a neat and comfortable home, 
free water and free Jights. There is a 
sewerage system and the sanitary condi- 
tions are good, particular attention being 
paid to the hygiene. 


Bibb Mill Maintains a School. 

The company then established a school 
for the children of its operatives. While 
a portion of the expense of the school is 
borne by the state, this being classed as 
a country school, yet the Bibb Manu- 
facturing Company pays perhaps three- 
fourths of the expense. The gchool is 
operated nine months in the year—as 
long as the city schools in Columbus— 
there is talk of making it a ten-months’ 
term. It is in charge of thoroughly com- 
petent teachers and is splendidly equipped 
with al] necessary apparatus. The mills 
supply modern text-books and the chil- 
dren are provided with educational fa- 
cilities not excelled in any common school 
of Georgia. The operatives seem very ap- 
preciative of the school and it is largely 
attended. 

The effect of this policy of the Bibb 
Manufacturing Company is seen in the 
character of the operatives secured for 
the mill. The residents of “Bibb City,”’ 
e of the town which has sprung

tented. There has not been a single mur- 
der or crime of any magnitude in the 
village since it was established, three 
vears ago, which is a remarkably fine 
showing, The people are hard-working 
and well-disposed and are making good 
citizens. -A fire company has been organ- 
ized among the operatives for the purt- 
pose of protecting the houses in case of 
fire. The water tank {s high enough to 
insure the necessary pressure and ihe 
fire company can throw a stream of wa- 
ter over the top of the highest house in 
the village. 

Bibb City is also policed by the com- 
pany’s special policemen. This police 
force hardly necessary, however, so 
law-abiding is the population of the town, 

Neat, Comfortable Houses. 

Not only the Bibb Manufacturing 
Company, but the Eagle and_ Phenix 
mills believe in having thoroughly com- 
fortable homes for their operatives, The 
latter mills have. pursued this. policy 
for quife q number of years, and as a 
result now have several hundred houses, 
most of which are located in Phenix 
Citv. During the past vear or two the 
Eagle and Phenix mills have built a 
large number of neat, comfortable 
houses on a tract of land on Rose Hill, 
in the northern part of Columbus.. The 
company’s houses in Phenix City are 
very much in demand. They are rented 
operatives of the Eagle and 
Phenix mills, and as the rent is really 
nominal, the Operatives prefer to rent 
houses from the company instead of go- 
ine to the renta] agents of the city. 

The writer has in mind one case 
Phenix City with which he chances to be 
familiar. A man remarked that he was 
going to resume work in a cotton mill

Charity That Yields Returns. 

The eotton mills in Columbus are, as 
a rule, well lighted and wel] heated. The 
management has the comfort of the em- 
ployees in mind. In later years special 
attention 
sanitary arrangements generally. In the 
summer months the two large mills on 
North Highlands of the Columbus Man- 
ufacturing Company and the Bibb Manu- 
facturing Company, are specially com- 
fortable. The operatives are high above 
the city of Columbus, the mills being 
located on an elevated plateau where 
there is always a pleasant breeze stirr- 
ing, and thus the people in these two 
mills in the summer months are, as a 
rule, more comfortable than the average 
person down in the city. 

The companies afe not altogether un- 
selfish in making provisions for the corn- 
fort and happiness of their help. They 
figure out that it will pay. The manu- 
facturing community which has a thrifty, 
contented, well-to-do working population 
has a distinct advantage over other man; 
ufacturing cities. The working people 
seem appreciative of what the mills have 
done for them in the way of providing 
free educational facilities and club priv- 
jleges. The managers of the mills believe 
that if the operatives become better edu- 
cated they will be able to do more in- 
telligent work in the mills and conse- 
quently earn more money for themselves. 
Thus the present educationa) system wil} 
operate to the advantage of both labor 
and capital. 

One should not think from the above 
that life in a Columbus cotton mill ig 
a paradise. As in all other manufactur- 
ing industries the Operatives work hard 
and steadily. None of them are rich and

There have been many improvements 
in Madison within the last few years. A 
suecessful system of public schools, thor- 
ough and complete in every department, 
has been established here, and is giving 
entire satisfaction. Many parents trom 
the surrounding country have moved to 
the city in order to give their children 
an opportunity to attend this splendid in- 
stitution of learning. A ‘fine corps of 
teachers, headed by Professor M. F. 
2amsey, formerly of Atlanta, instructs 
nearly 300 pupils in daily attendance. 
The city board of education is composed 
of some of the best citizens of the town, 
with M. A. Mustin as chairman. Mr. 
Mustin has been chairman of this board 
since the public school system Was in- 
augurated nearly eight years ago, and 
has labored hard and successfully to put 
the school upon its present high plane. 
There is also a system of public schools 
here for the colored people with a good 
building and an able set of teachers, But 
the city’s pride is the public school build- 
ing for whites. It is a fine structure 
and adds greatly to the appearance of the 
town. 

Madison owns and manages its own 
electric light plant. Her streets, dwell- 
ings and business houses 4re well and 
brilliantly lighted, and her are lights num- 
ber nearly twofold more than many citles 
in the state twice her size. 

The city also has a cotton compress, oil 
mill, wagon factory, ice factory, furni- 
ture factory, variety works, roller mill, 
canning factory, opera house, three banks, 
two hotels, two newspapers, two livery 
stables, bottling works and over fifty 
business houses, all doing a prosperous 
business. 

The city is in the center of a great cot- 
ton producing section and receives an- 
nually about 15,000 bales of cotton. The 
taxable property of Madison this year 
is over $1,000,000. 

The city is very healthy and is en- 
tirely free from all kinds of malaria. It 
lies on a ridge or water shed, and has a 
perfectly natural drainage system.

City Government. 

The city government of Atlanta is ad- 
ministered bv a mayor and general 
council and executive boards. The leg- 
islative body is composed of councilmen 
from the different wards, elected by the 
whole city, and aldermen who are elected 
in a like manner. The aldermen and 
counci!men vote separately on matters 
involving the expenditure of money, and 
the concurrence of both bodies is neces- 
Sary to Aan appropriation. The mayor 
has the usual veto power. 

The tax rate is one and a quarter 
per cent and the ratio of assessment to 
real value of property is about 60 per 
cent. The assessed value of real and 
personal property is $57,369,612. 

The city owns property valued at nine 
millfons, and hes a honded debt of $3.- 
081.500. Deducting the sinkine fund of 
$210.695.18,. the net debt is $2.879.804 82. 
There is no floating debt. and the hond- 
ed debt is limited by the state constitu- 
tion fo 7 ner cenf on the taxable value 
of the pronerty. The net debt is there- 
fore $1.000.000 under the limit.

Cotton. 


Atlanta is the center. of large cotton 
operations, and receives about 175,000 
bales annually.

The ten 
lines of railroads give ample facilities 
for collecting the crop from adjoining 
territory and forwarding it overland to 
eastern mills or to the coast for export.

Educational Facilities. 


Atlanta has an imposing array of edu- 
cational institutions, extending from the 
public school system to the great poly- 
technic institute known as the Georgia 
Institute of Technology.

There are sixteen white and six colored 
srammar schools, a Girls’ High school, a 
Boys’ high school and a night school, 
The tota) expenditure for these institu- 
tions during the year 190! was $186.- 
475.50. The cost per papil was $15.49, 
and the number of pupils 12,000. 

There is the usual organization of su- 
perintendent, assistant supé¢rintendent, 
principal and teachers, under a board of 
education. 

The teachers meet in normal class once 
a week, and many of them spend their 
vacations at summer schools of the great 
universities. There ig a fine esprit de 
corps, and excellent work is done. 

Atlanta’s great educational institution 
is the Georgia Institute of Technology, 
supported by the state of Georgia, with 
an additional annual oe from 
the city.

WHY THE ATLANTA SPIRIT 


HE Atlanta spirit is known the 
+ world over, and wherever the city 
is spoken of the indomitable spirit 
of energy and progress that has marked 
the history of Atlanta is recalled. 

This spirit of push and determination 
has been responsible, to a large extent, 
for the growth and continued pfosper- 
ity of Atlanta. The citizens of the Gate 
City do not overlook opportunities. They 
are always wideawake. Not only do 
they grasp every advantage that is pre- 
sented, but they pull together and make 
great enterprises and secure startling re- 
sults from small things. 

Through the Atlanta spirit many great 
things have been accomplished which 
would otherwise have fallen through. 
The great Cotton States and Interna- 
tional] exposition was an example of this 
spirit. The federal prison, the new post- 
office that is to be erected here soon, and 
the big office buildings and public build- 
ings were made possible by this spirit 
that knows no failure, 

One of the greatest examples of the 
Atlanta spirit was demonstrated early 
this year, when the citizens came for- 
ward and subscribed $250,000 for the big 
Presbyterian university which it is pro- 
posed to erect here, and upon which fa- 
yorable action has heen taken by severa] 
synods.

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Valdosta, Ga., November 28.—(Special.) 
faldosta, !4 miles north of the Florida 
line, in Lowndes county, is one of the 
most widely known of the smaller cities 
of the Empire State. Several things 
have contributed to this fact. The peo- 
Ple of the city believe in it and talk it 
wherever they go; the local papers have 
always been zealous Gisseminators of its 
many advantages, and the city has twice 
pulled off successfully the state fair, 
within itself a great advertising me- 
dium. 

Valdosta was settled during the early 
years of the civil war, but its growth 
was not unlike that of other Georgia 
towns until about the year 1890, when a 
considerable impetus was given by the 
completion of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad from Macon, Ga., to 
Palatka, Fla. Since then every year has 
shown a greater growth than the pre- 
ceding twelve months, the expansion 
along all lines being truly remarkable. 
From a town of about 1!,200 inhabitants 
the city has grown in the past thirteen 
years to be the metropolis of this sec- 
tion, with a population of more than 
8.000. The government census. of three 
years ago gave the population as 5,613, 
and the gain since then is conservatively 
estimated at over 3,000.

them to be the peaks of solar mountains 
projecting through the fiery envelope that 
surrounds the body of the sun; Sir Wil- 
liam Herschel] believed them to be holes 
in this fiery envelope—the photosphere— 
through which the dark body of the sun 
is thus temporarily vistble: Sir John 
Herschel suggested the idea of whirling 
Storms boring great holes in this outer 
covering. They have been looked itpon 
also as clouds produced by solar erup- 
tions, and as the result of planets ap- 
proaching closely enough to the sun to 
affect a portion of its surface. These 
theories, however, are simply theories 
and the modern astronomer looks to the 
further devélopment of such essentially 
modern methods of study as the camera 
and spectroscope for some more generally 
convincing explanation. 

From the modern point of view the 
study of the sun spots goes back only to 
the time of Galileo. Earlier mentions of 
Similar phenomena are simply matters of 
visual observation before the invention of 
the telescope had brought the heavenly 
bodies near enough for anything that be- 
gins to suggest the possibility of ever 
becoming intimately acquainted with 
them. The Chinese, for example, are said 
to have recorded sun spets, thus visible 
ta the naked eye, as long as 321 years be- 
fore the Christian era. The Peruvians are 
said to have had a knowledge of them 
when their country was conquered by the 
Spaniards. Historians of the time of 
Charlemange report a spot seen on the 
sun for eight consecutive days in 807; the 
astronomer Kepler noted such a spot 
in 1609 and trom 1610 to 16/2 several 
astronomers began independently to ob- 
serve and study them, These astronomers 
were Fabricious, Scheiner, Galileo and 
Hariot, and their work marks the actua) 
beginning of this branch of the astronomi- 
cal investigation. In 185! Schwabe, an 
amateur astronomer of Dessau, Germany, 
published the results of over 1,000 obser- 
vations covering a period of twenty- 
five years and revealing that there is a 
fairly regular increase and decrease in 
the number of these solar visitors, the 
interval from one maximum to the next 
being about eleven yeara, and this result 
was soon after corroborated by an ex- 
amination of all preceding sun spot rec- 
Omist These maxima, however, vary 
greatly in the number of sun spots that 
Wepresent the climax of different Sin 
spot perlods and the period itself is by 
no means fixed and certain, although it 


has often been so considered by the ad- 
vocates of a direct relation between the 
Sun spots and various terrestrial phe- 
nomena 

It is only by the exercise of considera- 
ble ingenuity that the bulk of these re- 
jations have been maintained, even in 
| theory. The foundation of such theories 
| lies obviously enough in the question as 
i~ whether the presence of spots on the 
Sun detract from the heat and light or- 
dinarily emanating from that body and 


S> immediately influence the weather 
and crops of our own planet. Such an in- 
fluence could onlv be shown by a series 
of deadly parallels in a very literal sense 
between the presence of spots on the sun 
and the occurrence of bad harvests, pan- 
ics, shipwrecks, suicides and other disas- 
trous what not on our own planet, some- 
thing over 90,000,000 miles distant. And 
in the first place, without going into the 


scientific details there are three distinct | 
opinions regarding the sun spots and the , 
heat and light of the sun; first, that the | 
spots show great activity in the sun and | 
therefore increased heat-emitting power; | 


second, that they decrease the amount of 
heat available for radiation and so di- 
minish the heat rays; third, that 
fect of the spots is counteracted by other 
causes arising at the .same time, and, 
therefore, so far as any change in the 
amount of heat received by the earth is 
concerned, they produce no effect what- 
ever. 

jranting, however, that they do affect 
the heat of the earth, there has been 
evolved no completely convincing paral- 
lel between the sun spots and our Own 
weather and crops. As in the case of Sir 
William Herschel’s famous comparison 
betwen the sun spots and the price of 
wheat during a certain period there have 
been many curious coincidences, which, 
however, are evidently more coincidental 
than real in view of the fact that the 
great number of other causes affecting 
like conditions make it impossible to 
place any definite responsibility on 
sun, and the observers themselves have 
turned up eonflicting evidences. As one 
astronomer has recently said, it would 
be quite possible, given sufficient study, 
to establish an apparent connection be- 
tween the planets and the rise and fall 
Of any given railroad stock, the relative 
numbers of democratic and republican 
congressmen from year to year, or almost 
any thing else with which the heavenly 
bodies have as little tg do. Sun spots 
and bad harvests, sun spots and ship- 
wrecks, sun spots and commercial crises, 
Sun spots and wars, or even sun spots 
and race suicide may, therefore, be rele- 
gated to the subjects that are at pres- 
ent of primary interest only to the in- 
genious. 

Although weather connections have not 
been established, in one direction there 
is a much stronger reason for bejief in 
a tangible connection between the sun 
sp0ts and the conditions of our own little 
planet. The presenee of the sun spots 
is apparently closely associated with the 
magnetic condition of the earth, and al- 
though purely local, mauy of the great 
magnetic storms of the past half cen- 
tury have been found to coincide with 
Sun spot perlods—a condition, however, 
that still awaits any convincing scien- 
tific explanation, Stripped, therefore, of 
the picturesque extremes to which the 
subject has often been carried, the sun 
Spots are still almost as much a mys- 
tery as when the first discoverers shock- 
ed humanity by the scandalous sugges- 
tion that there could even be such .a 
thing as a spot on the sun's surface. At 
al] events, no one apparently need lose 
any sleep over their appearance.

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DEVELOPMENT OF A PARK SYSTEM 


How Kansas City Is Adorning Itself with Boulevards 
and Recreation Grounds-s=The Work of Fif- 
teen Years and Millions of Dollars.

Chicago with 
admirable lakeside and prairie res- 
ervations; Detroit, where a wise foresight 
has utilized the most beautiful features 
of the pea-green river ait its doors: ‘Tole- 
do, gradually evolving a stretch of pictur- 
esque loveliness along the Maumee: Oma- 
ha, with her hroad acres of Riverside 
park and her big 200; Memphis, now pre- 
paring to ereate one of the handsomest 
Systems of parks to be found anywhere 
in the Mississippi valley; St. Louis, whose 
great exposition will leave evidences be- 
hind it in a beautiful eity. Among these 
and many other central eities in which 
civic pride and energy are accomplishing 
wonders of transformation, Kansas City 
has distinguisned itself by buiNMing up 
what is probably the most comprehensive 
and ambitious system of city parks to be 
found west of the Alleghanies—one that 
in many respects is surpassed only by 
the metropolitan park system of Boston, 
which it resembles in many of its essen- 
tial features. 

This system is all the result of less than 
fifteen years’ work. In 1889 Kansas City 
was a raw, straggling town, without 
parks or:street adornment. The out-of- 
door spirit had not yet been evoked, and 
nobody had seriously proposed utilizing 
the natural beauties of the environment 
—which at that time seemed all too few, 
Much of the credit for having aroused 
the city to the necessity of providing 
breaithing ground for its growing popula- 
tion rests with the Commercial Club, a 
unique association of business men devot- 
ed to ‘making Kansas City a good place 
to live in.”’ This organization, which is 
also responsible for the public library, 
the Manual Training High school, the 
Convention hall, for municipal ownership 
of the water works, and other civic ac- 
complishments, began in (889 an agita- 
tion for a modern park system—an agita- 
tion which, persistently kept up, resulted 
in April, 1892, In the naming of a park 
and poulevard commission. 

This first board, composed of A. R. 
Meyer, \WV. C. Glass, 8. B. Armour, A. <A. 
Van Brunt and L. Hammerslaugh, made 
a thorough study of the landscape feat- 
ures, both of the centra] part of the city 
and of the surrounding territory, and de- 
cided that it was admirably adapted to 
give excellent results under the care of a 
competent landscape architect. They ac- 
cordingly named George E. Kessier, who 
was given full powers to draw up plans 
and to excuse them, as engineerand land- 
scape architect. 

Their choice has abundantly justified 
itself. Mr. Kessler’s appointment as 
landscape ‘engineer for the St. Louis ex- 
position came as recognition of the re- 
markable results he has achieved here— 
results for which he is personally respon- 
sible, though he once galled into consul-

City have all been brought about within 
eight years—that is to say, land was first 
taken for park purposes and the work of 
improving it begun in 1894. The very 
figures covering what has been done since 
are eloquent of the energy With 
which a hustling American center has 
been striving to beautify itself. The 
North park district of the city in these 
eight years has acquired parks and park- 
ways comprising 219 acres, upon which it 
has expended for original purchase, prop- 
ertv damages and improvements $2,157,- 
923. The South Park district in the same 
time has acquired 148 acres upon which 
it hes spent $1,544,715; the West Park 
district, 136 acres, involving expenditures 
of $35,524: the West Park district 165 
acres which. with improvements, have 
cost $1,147,108, and the East Park dis- 
trict 66 acres which have cost $28,927—a 
total of 734 acres costing with improve- 
ments $5,514,197. 

Perhaps the most marked and even sur- 
prising characteristic of the Kansas City 
aggregation of parks is their. variety. 
In a general way they “divide themselves 
into three types; the terraces, covering 
portions of the bluffs that face the bottom 
lands of the Missouri river in the northern 
section of the city and along the Kansas 
river in the West Park district; parks 
and boulevards of the usual type in the 
residential district above the river bot- 
toms, and the wild Swope park, an ex- 
tensive rural reservation several miles 
southeast from the business center. 

The terraced parks are somewhat unique 
among recreation grounds, though they 
are, in a way, not unlike New York's 
Riverside drive. 
ervation, which comprises about 200 acres 
of very rugged ground, is considerably 
the larger, its most notable feature being 
a spectacular drive along the face of the 
cliffs—-a roadway which is the delight of 
every horseman. Towering above it two 
sentine! cliiffs, Searritt and Prospect 
points, afford good lookouts from which 
a wide gstreich of the Missouri valley can 
be seen. Somewhat similar in character, 
though less picturesque, ig the West Ter- 
race, a narrow reservation of 48 acres 
facing out along the bluffs toward the 
Kaw and looking down upon the tract 
now occupled by the union station and 
ine Tallroag yards. Most visitors wilj 
hardly recognize the unsightiy features 
Of this Slope When the present improve.

Throughout its entire length it is set 
with formal landscape features, broad 
walks appearing on either side with 
turf-borders and triple rows of trees. 
Between these come two handsome mac- 
adamized driveways, inclosing a broad 
parkway with ornamental paths, flower 
gardens, lakes and fountains, terraces 
and other attractive effects. 

Of so rolling a character is the ground 
in this section of the city that its di- 
versitication has been easy to accom- 
plish, and the work upon this avenue 
is already well along. Among the spe- 
cial features that Kansas City will long 
be proud of are the Pergola, a vine-cov- 
ered arbor of Grecian design, with Doric 
columns; the Parade, work on which is 
not yet finished, a play ground of 2! 
acres, several blocks to the eastward of 
the Paseo and sunk below the level of 
the surrounding streets, with accom- 
modations for a drill ground for military 
organizations, a public bath house and 
several other popvlar atiractions; an 
ornamental lake at the corner of Seven- 
teenth street; terraced hills with forma] 
flower gardens.

The highest temperature 
on reeord ig 100. which oceurred on July

its kind. The lowest temperature on 
record is 8.5, on February 13. 1899 
The temperature has registered at zero, 
or below, but on three other dates in the 
last twenty-three years, viz.:—1, January 
6. 1884; 2, January !1, 1886, and zero 
Fetiruary 8, 1895. 

Summer nights are cool and the low 
percentage of humidity makes the dave 
comfortable. The average date of fires 
killing fros*t ig November 4, and of tthe 
last in spring, March 29, leaving an aver- 
age growing season of 219 days.

Atlanta has several fine 
places of resort. 

The L. P. Grant park, on the edge of 
the city near a battlefield of 1864, is a 
sylvan retreat of rare beauty, with a 
zoo and cyclorama added to the attrac- 
jions of nature. It is the resort of picnic 
parties from the surrounding towns for 
many miles. 

Piedmont park, the site of fairs and ex- 
positions, {s in the suburbs, half @ mile 
beyond the city limits, on one of the 
basalegrounds of the civil war. It has a 
lake and a picturesqtie Site, with a aum- 
ber of large buildings. 

Lakewood, as its name suggests, affords 
opportunity for aquatic sports, The same 
is true of East Lake, where there is 
elaborate provision for bathing. Peace 
de Leon springs, within the city limits, 
and the Chattahoochee river, 8 miles out, 
are places of resort, 

The Kirkwood Land Company has in 
preparation one of the most beautiful 
residence parks in America and Atkins 
park will be another place of loveliness. 

To all these parks and places of resort 
there is an excellent street car service. 
The exposition grounds at Piedmont 
park also have connection with the city 
by the Southern railway. 

Fort McPherson. :

ary work. It ig the home of the bishop 
of Georgia, Right Rev. C. K. Neison 
(Episcopal), and of Bishop W. A. Cand- 
ler, of the Methodist church. 

The Baptist home mission board is lo- 
cated here, and there is a similar organi- 
gation of the Presbyterian church repre- 
sented. The Catholic Marist college and 
a convent are located near the two lead- 
ing churches of that faith. 

The colored people have two bishops in 
Atlanta, Bishop W. J. Gaines and Bishop 
H. M. Turner.

ing but honest, work is still done.

zowns. Half a dozen pretty, inexpen- 
sive gowns are generally the limit of 
expenditure. If these are to last 
through the year, they must be select- 
ed with a view..to service as well as 
style. 

The tailor-made street suit is of 
prime importance. A clever girl can 
contrive a charming evening frock of 
odds ‘and ends, but the cloth gown 
must be absolutely spick and span. 
This season’s new colors. in their

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A natty tailor-made suit, copied from 
an English model, is of seal-brown 
zibeline on which velvet trimmings 
of a deep garnet are combined with a 
rich yet quiet effect. The coat is of 
the Eton blouse pattern, a stole ef- 
fect over the shoulders being allowed 
hy means of velvet bands piped with 
satin of the same shade, although 1m 
an ultra stylish gown this piping 
would be carried out in white. The 
skirt, which is fairly long, as are most 
of the new walking skirts, has side 
pleats inserted in the gores, little dia- 
mond shaped pieces of velvet marking 
the flare.

The new vesting shirt 
waists are made almost without full 
ness, save fora pinch and pouch at 
the centre of the waist line, and they 
are finished by a braid belting fringed 
and knotted, and caught by an an- 
tique silver coin. 

A young girl.in society is always in 
demand for. luncheons and little in- 
formal functions that take place in the 
afternoon. A pretty gown for such 
occasions is enough. It must be suf- 
ficiently quiet to attract no attention 
in the street, yet it must also be suf- 
ficiently effective to grace the occa- 
sion for which it is donned. 

An.ideal costume of this kind is a 
pearly tint of French gray cloth with 


appliques of real Madeira lace over 
geranium pink velvet.
